BANKS TO ISSUE 
MONEY ORDERS. 


"| Financiers from Every State 


in Union Will Meet at 
New York Today to 
Adopt Plan. 


WANT ALL THE BUSINESS. 


‘Clearing-House to Be Established 


and System Perfected in Ri- 
valry to That of the 
Government. 


TAKE THE PLACE OF CHECKS 


New York, March 14.—[Special.]—Bankers 
from every State in the union will meet at 
the Waldorf-Astoria tomorrow to organize 
a national money order concern, through 
which the banks hope to.take the money or- 
der business of the United States away from 
the government and the express companies. 

The movement originated secretly last 
spring among a number of prominent New 
York bankers. Correspondence was en- 
gaged in extensively and the idea received 
such encouragement that an executive com- 
mittee was appointed to attend to the 
meeting tomorrow to take further steps 
toward organizing. 


Will Establish Clearing-House. 

The plan is to organize with a capital of 
several millions to guarantee confidence and 
assure patrons of the safety of their money. 
Money orders can be bought at any bank 
and will be cashed at any bank. They will 
be made payable either to order or bearer, 
but probably to beafer, as in this way they 
can be used in trade. There will be a 
clearing-house system, ‘with the Western 
National Bank of New York as the central 
point and the general clearing-house. One 
bank in each city will act as a clearing- 
house and the orders will be collected each 
day and apportioned on the credit or debit 
column, as is done in the present system 
of clearing-houses. Each city will clear 
with New York, as is done under present 
clearing methods, and the amounts repre- 
sented by thg¢ orders will be credited or deb-: 
ited. 

To Compete with Government. 

The idea is to enter the money order fleld 
in competition with the express companies, 
and the plan will also compete with the gov- 
ernment. Secrecy has been maintained on 
account of the fear that the express com- 
panies would be able to kill the plan before 
it had matured. 

The Executive committee, which meets 
tomorrow, is composed of a representative 
from each State. The: responses to the 
circulars sent out by the bankers promoting 
the plan have been generally favorable. 
Bankers all over the country favored the 
plan and urged the speedy adoption of the 
system. 

7 Will Supplant Checks. 

It is. argued the universal money. order 
will supplant checks to a great extent in 
transmitting money, as no identification is 
required; there is no question of the value 
of the order, the genuineness of the signa- 
ture, or the responsibility of the institution. 

A charge of approximately one-third the 
charges of express companies will be made 
for the order. The general idea as to charges 
is one-tenth of 1 per cent, or 10 cents for an 
order of $100, with the charges diminished 
somewhat on larger amounts. 

Bankers believe the plan will be a money- 
maker, and will also supply a want in the 
commercial world. 


Indiana Bankers Favor Plan. 

Indianapolis, Ind., March 14.—[Special.]— 
Charles Farrell, secretary of the Indiana 
Bankers’ association, left today for New 
York to attend the meeting of bankers called 
to discuss the adoption of a money order 
system. 

Mr. Farrell carries with him the indorse- 
ment of Indianapolis bankers of the scheme 
to secure the money order business, and he 
ts delegated to work for the adoption of the 
system. 

Local bankers declare the money order bus- 
iness will be profitable and will relieve the 
check system as well as facilitate the ex- 
change of money. ‘ 


RUINED BY SOUVENIR FIENDS 
AT LUNCH TO PRINCE HENRY. 


Guests at Launching of Meteor III. 
Take Away So Much Silver That 
Caterer Goes Into Bankruptcy. 


New York, March 14.—{Special.]—It may 
interest those people who cherish as memen- 
tos of the visit of Prince Henry of Prussia 
silver knives, forks, spoons, and salt cellars 
taken at,the luncheon following the launch- 
ing of Emperor William's yacht at Shooter 
Island to know that in acquiring these sou- 
venirs they have ruined Rupert Fritz, one o 
the oldest and most widely known chefs in 
New York. 

Fritz was employed as steward at the Lie- 
derkranz club, Fifty-eighth street and Park 
avenue. He obtained the contract to furnish 
the luncheon to Prince Henry and his suite, 
Presidem Roosevelt and his suite, and guests 
invited to witness the launching of the Em- 
peror’s yacht. 

He obtained the loan of much valuable sil- 
verware from chefs and stewards of his ac- 
quaintance to meet the requirement of about 
2,000 people who attended the luncheon. 
Prince Henry and President Roosevelt, with 
their suites, were first served, and after their 
departure the invited guests were admitted 
to the banquet hall. 

The raid on the silverware that followed 
was general. It was carried on so adroitly, 
however, that neither Fritz nor his assistants 
were aware what was going on. The work 
of the souvenir fiends was thorough. It is 
believed that many were not content with 
one article, but took as many pieces of silver- 
ware as they could safely conceal. 

When Fritz came to collect the silverware 
loaned him by his friends he awoke to his 
loss. He immediately resigned his place at 
the Liederkranz club, and found that the 


TALKS VOLUMES AT ONCE 


ZEISLER’S WILKESBARRE SPEECH 
NOT HIS LONGEST. 


Though That Equals Half the Bible 
im Length He Has Surpassed It— 
Record Held by Dr. Lecher of the 
Austrian Parliament, Who Spoke 
for Twelve Consecutive Hours, with 
No Food and Little Drink—Millions 
Involved in Pennsylvania Suit. 


at. 


Sigmund Zeisler will return to Chicago to- 
morrow to recuperate from the 300,000-word 
speech which he finished. delivering on 
Thursday before a Wilkesbarre (Pa.) court, 
and which broke the Pennsylvania record. 

No word had been received at Mr. Zeisler’s 
office yesterday to show how he stood the 
test, but Chicago attorneys who are familiar 
with his argumentative power do ‘not be- 
lieve he was dévercome by the effort, for 
Mr. Zeisler once argued a case in Chicago 
for ten consecutive days, four hours a day. 
The Wilkesbarre speech occupied six hours 
a day for four days. 


Half ag Long as the Bible. 

Persons who never have listened to such 
a long speech can get an idea of it by remem- 
bering there are 773,746 words in the Bible. 
Mr. Zeisler's speech, therefore, was about as 
tiresome to the Judge who heard the case as 
it would be for a Bible scholar to be com- 
pelled to hear the Bible read half way 
through at four sittings. There are about 
120,000 words in the average popular book, 
but Mr. Zeisler’s speech hardly can be com- 
pared with a poputar book, as it was ona 
dry, technical subject. ‘‘ David Harum,” 
for instange, contains 112,000 words. Pew 
persons would care to hear *‘ David Harum ” 
read through at a sitting, but the Wilkes- 
barre Judge had to listentoa speech abvuut 
a coal land leasé almpst three times as long. 

It is figured that if Mr. Zeisler’s speech 
‘Were set in type of this size‘ it would fill 
abd@ut 214 columns, or thirty, pages of THE 
TRIBUNE. If the lines—one’ column wide— 
were set end to end they would form a line 
one and one-half miles long. 


Large Amount of Air Involved. 
Just how much work his speech cost him 
to deliver may be judged from the amount 
of air he ‘“‘took In.” If his respiration 
reached 22 a minute, as it probably did most 
of the time, he inhaled 440 cubic inches of air 
a minute. That js 15.3 cubic feet of air an 
hour. The speech lasted twenty-four hours, 
so that Mr. Zeisler breathed in and out again 

during his speech 370 cubic feet of air. 
Even, this exertion on Mr. Zeisler’s part 
does not break his record. In the Potomac 
Flat Building foreclosure case he talked be- 
fore Judge Willis for ten days, four hours a 
day, and he frequently has made public 
addresses that cost a greater physical ex- 
ertion. He is said to be one of the few men 
whose voice can completely fill the Chicago 


_Auditorium during a long address. 


Dr. Lecher Holds the Record. 

Mr. Zeisler’s speech, in spite of its 300,000- 
word length, is far from being the longest on 
record. Five years ago, in the Austrian 
Parliament,, Dr. Lecher talked for twelve 
consecutive hours standing in one spot, and 
it is said that in half the time he talked 


- more words than Mr. Zeisler. He was obliged 


to talk rapidly, and, moreover, had to go 
against an. 
during the entire speech. ; 

When Dr. Lecher got through his pulse had 
run up from 72 to 100, and he was nearly 
overcomes. All he had to eat or drink during 
his oration was three glasses of wine, four 
cups of coffee, and a glass of beer. After 
getting through he ate five loaves of bread 
and twelve baskets of fish. This speech, as 
far as physical strain goes, is said to have 
broken the record. 

Mr. Zeisler made his 300,000-word argu- 
ment in a different way. He was tired out 


when he began his argument last Monday | 


morning. He had been working for two 
months on the case. The speech was large- 
ly extempore, as only a synopsis of the evi- 
dence was taken asa guide. This “* synop- 
sis "’ covered nearly 200 typewritten pages. 


Suit an Important One. 

It was said at Mr. Zeisler’s office yesterday 
that his long speech was justified by the 
a a of money involved in the case. The 
tot®@! sum is $1,250,000, and other cases of 
equal importance are hinging on the sult. 
If Mr. Zeisler wins his case nearly every 
lease -in the Wilkesbarre coal district may 
be fdérfeited. 

The suit is brought in behalf of Charles 
Dorrance and others of Chicago against the 


Consumers’ Coal company. The company | 


holds a lease to anthracite coal lands, and 
has been paying a royalty to the owners of 
the land, based on the number of tons mined 
and the size of the coal. When the lease 
was made the royalties exacted on the small 
size coal were made smal! because such coal 
was in little demand. Since then the small 
size coal has grown most in demand, and it 
is charged that the coal company, like others 
in the Wilkesbarre district, had been dreak- 
ing up the large size coal, and thus avoiding 
the larger royaity. An effort is being made 
‘to break the lease and to collect back roy- 
alties on the small size coal sold. Mr. Zeis- 
ler’s speech was made on this point. 

Mr. Zeisler’s performance is all the more 
wonderful because English is an acquired 
language for him. He is a native of Vienna 
and took his doctor’s degree at a German 
university. He did not come to America un- 
til he was 20 years old. He is now 40. His 
wife is the world-famed pianist, Fannie 
“Bloom field- Zeisler.

Rochester, N. Y., March 14.—[Special.]—

MANY. REASONS FOR MOVE. 


Washington, D. C., March 14.—[Special.]— 
Three of the highest officers in the federal 
immigration service are slated for retire- 
ment in the near future. Of these the most 
important change is that of Commissioner 
General, to which post, it is understood,. 
Frank P. Sargent, grand master of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, will 
be appointed, supplanting Mr. Powderly. 

The three officers who are to go and their 
official titles are: 

T. V. Powderly, Commissioner General of 
Immigration. 

Thomas Fitchie, Commissioner of ran 
gration at the port of New York. 

Edward F. McSweeney, Assistant Commis- 
sioner of Immigration at the port of New 
York. 


All. to Go at Same Time. 

The place now held by Mr. Powderly was 
offered to Mr. Sargent only a short time 
ago, it is understood. An announcement 
to this effect probably would have been made 
before had it not been the desire of the 
President to appoint successors in all three 
posts at the same time. The terms of the 
three offices expire vane a few days of 
March 25. 


Gotham Post Hard to Fill. 


President Roosevelt has been unable to se- 
cure a man qualified, according to his own 
notions, to accept the Commissionership at 
New York, although he has offered it suc- 
cessively to three different persons, includ- 
ing F. P. Sargent, before he wasiselected for 
the Commissioner Generalship. 

There was for a time some uncertainty 
about the authority for retiring Assistant 
Commissioner McSweeney, whose place 
comes within the classitied service. For 
two years past the assistant commissioner 
has been under the hottest kind of fire from 
various quarters, but until recently it {9 un- 
derstood that the evidence against him was 
not sufficient to warrant his retirement. 


Si Decision Is Recent.” 


The decision to retire Commissioner Gen. 
eral Powderly was made within the last few 
weeks. It is not understood that Mr. Pow- 
deriy has been suspected of any dereliction 
of duty, but in view of the fact that he has 
failed to operate in perfect harmony with 
higher officials it was thought that the ap- 
pointment of a new Commissioner General 
would tend to promote the efficiency of the 
service. 

Mr. Powderly has received several offers 
of places at greater salaries than that at- 
tached to his present office, and it is re- 
garded as likely that he may again become 
active in labor leadership. 

As long ago as August last, in President 
McKinley’s administration, it was an- 
nounced that Commissioner Fitchie would 
be retired when his term of office expired 
this month, because of the lIcose practices 
discovered at Ellis Island and at the barge 
office, when it was the immigrant station 
headquarters. Responsibitity for many of 
these irregularities have been accredited, of- 
ficially and otherwise, to the Assistant Com- 
missioner. 


Nominated by McKinley in 1897. 


T. V. Powderly was nominated by Presi- 
dent McKinley to be Commissioner General 
of Immigration on July 18, 1897. His ap- 
pointment was opposed by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, and there was some diffi- 
culty in securing confirmation by the Sen- 
ate. He assumed charge on Aug. 4, 1897, suc- 
ceeding Herman Stump of Maryland. On 
that occasion Mr. Powderly remarked that 
he was in favor of a strict and impartial

RAILROAD MEN ARE INDICTED. 


Believed That Several Will Have to 
Answer for Alleged Violations of 
Interstate Law. 


Louisville, Ky., March 14.—[Special.]—In-

The specific offense charged will be the 
billing of goods shipped from east of the 
Mississippi with an Omaha or Western date 
mark. Goods shipped to the South and 
Southeast from points west of the Mississippi 
are given a rebate of three cents on the 
bushel.

tion that he was ejected from the hotel on | 


Thursday night because he was a Jew. The 
suit follows a trial for assault and battery 
at Kenosha yesterday, in which Tapferwein 
was fined $2 and costs on Swarts’ complaint. 

Swarts, who lives at 4442 Prairie avenue, 
went to Kenosha three days ago to buy 
metal from the Chicago brass works. He 
had been staying at the hotel, which is the 
only one in Kenosha now open, and expected 
to remain there another week. Last night, 
however, the proprietor and his guest got 
into an argument, which ended, according 
to Swarts, in his being taken.by the arm

moved out after him. 


‘Arrest the First Step. 
The first action in the case was taken yes- 
terday morning at Kenosha when §warts 


urned, after having ot Ber | 
*'Tapferwein was arrested on his com- 


plaint, charged with assault and battery, 
and was fined $2, as stated. Tapferwein, in 
telling his side of the story, declared that 
Swarts had not been assaulted, but that he 
had been ordered to leave the hotel and had 
obeyed. He claimed that Swarts was or- 
dered out, how@ver, because of an alleged 
impudent remark about somfe guests of the 
hotel. This Swarts denied and stated that 
he simply had asked who the guests were. 

Swarts is well known in Kenosha and Tap- 
ferwein is known all over southern Wiscon- 
sin as proprietor of the Kenosha Hotel, so 
that the case attracted much attention there. 
Swarts returned to Chicago yesterday after 
retaining Cooper, Simmons, Nelson & Walk- 
er of Racine to begin suit for civil damages 
against Tapferwein. 


Mr. Swarts Talks of the Case. 

‘Last night I saw some men and women 
drinking in the hotel,” said Mr. Swarts, 
“and I asked Tapterwelp who they were. 
He called me a ‘Jew’ and said I was too 
inquisitive. That started an argument and 
finally I said I would leave the hotel, but he 
couldn’t put me out. He grabbed me by 
the arm then and shoved me out of the ho- 
tel, and put my baggage. out after me. I 
had to go to Racine to find a hotel, and I 
had him arrested.’’ 


EXPLOSION IN LABORATORY 
INJURES HIGH SCHOOL GIRL. 


Acid Thrown on Arm of Miss Mamie 
Peterson—Instructor in Charge Says 
Accident Is No One’s Business. * 


Miss Mamie Peterson, a fourth year pupil 
in the Lake View High School, received a 
painful burn yesterday as the result of an 
explosion in the chemical laboratory of the 
school. With a number of her classmates 
she was manufacturing hydro-sulphurous 
acid. It is thought some water was permit- 
ted to run into the generator and caused it 
to boil over and explode. A quantity of the 
acid struck Miss Peterson’s arm, inflicting 
a severe burn from the elbow nearly to the 
hand. The accident caused some excitement 
in the school, and exaggerated reports 
reached the different rooms. 

One of Miss Peterson's companions sum- 
moned Dr. Herman 8. Pepoon, instructor of 
biology and a physician. He says she will be 
able to resume her school work In a few days, 

Dr. Pepoon said last evening: “It Is re- 
gretable that such an accident should have 
occurred, and I believe one of the pupils 
must have been careless. It Is the first acci- 
dent at the Lake View High School in ten 
years. I do not know who was in charge of 
the class at the time. When I reached the 
laboratory I found Mr. Linebarger there.” 

Charles E. Linebarger, who has charge of 
the chemical laboratory at the school, said 
last night: “It’s nobody’s business if one 
of the pupils was burned in the laboratory. 
The burm was only a slight.one, and such 
minor burns are received in the laboratory 
every week. They cannot interest the pub- 
lic.”

England’s King and Queen 
Hold a Brilliant Recep- 
tion at Buckingham 

Palace. 


MARKS NEW SOCIAL ERA. 


Event in Marked Contrast to 
Similar Affairs Given by 
Victoria in Later 
Years. 


MANY CHANGES ARE NOTED, 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

LONDON, March 14.—King Edward to- 
night held the first court of his reign. His 
court, simply as a court, was generally ex- 
pected to exceed anything modern England 
has ever seen in brilliancy and splendor, and 
to outvie even the traditions of the French 
court under the empire. 

Tonight's function did not fall short of the 
high expectation. The brilliant scene wasin 
striking contrast to the drawing-rooms held 
by the late Queen. Victoria had for so many 
years withdrawn from public life that her 
ccurt became a name only, and court func- 
tions consequently became somewhat color- 
less and featureless. Her drawing-rooms 
were always held in the afternoon, and wom- 
en, whether young or old, after waiting for 
a long. time in décolletté evening gowns, did 
not appear to full advantage under London's 
cold, gray sky of March. In the present . 
reign courts will be held in the evening. 


Arrival of the King. 

Tonight the King and Queen left Marl< 

borough House at 9:45 in a state carriage, 
with-an escort of Life Guards. Upon ar- 
riving at the garden entrance of Bucking- 
ham Palace they were received by the 
‘* White Slaves,” the Lord Chamberlain, and 
other officers of state. 
’ The corridors and saloons of the palace, 
which recently have been redecorated 
throughout and refitted with electric lights, 
were bright with floral decorations, 

The court was held in the ballroom in« 
stead of the throneroom. The ballroom is 4 
magnificent apartment about 100 feet long. 
and 50 feet wide, lighted by means of basket- 
shaped cut glass chandeliers holding count- 
iess electric lights, which brought out the 
beauties of the colored marbles composing 


the walls and ‘the magnificent pictures 


the ceiling, which had never yet been fully 
brought to view. 

It was at first intended to confine tonight’s 
court to those having a claim to be preserit 
on account of their official positions. This — 
was abandoned, and some 900 invitations 
were issued. Each was delivered by the 
hand of a gentleman in waiting. 


Contrast with Victoria’s. 

As soon as the court opened its differenct 
from the drawing-roomas of the last reign - 
was immediately noticeable. The difference 
was not only in the brilliancy of the general 
scene, though this was conspicuous. The 


display of jewelry was magnificent, and / — 


the toilets unprecedented, and these, seen 
under ‘the myriads of lights in the great 
chamber, naturally eclipsed what was pos- 
sible at an afternoon function. 

The arrangement of the reception was alsq’ 
quite different. At the drawing-rooms Queen 
Victoria stood at one end of a long line of 
royalties beginning with the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, and every woman as she 
was presented had to make a courtesy te 


each member of the royal family pidced at 


short intervals. 


Innovation in Receiving. 


This awkward performance is now abol 
ished. The members of the royal family and 
other members of the court are now arranged 
in a long line behind the King’s and Queen’s 
throne chairs. Several yards in front of the 
thrones the King and Queen stood, and those 
presented bowed to them alone. 

This saved much time, as did another in. 
novation. Tonight none save Ambassadors 
and Ministers shook hands, whereas all the 
débutantes used to do so. 

Another difference was that the King and 
Queen remained throughout, responding te 
each person present with a slight bow, while 
the line of royalties and court personages 
ranged in the distance behind stood prac- 
tically motionless throughout the rather 
less than two hours that the presentations 
occupied. Queen Victoria invariably retired 
before the end, the highest member of. the 
royal family present taking her place. 

Tonight, too, Queen. Victoria’s daughters 
and daughter-in-laws, Princesses Christian, 
Loulse, and Henry of Battenberg, and the 
Duchesses of Argyle,Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, 
Albany, and Connaught gave precedence te 
the Prince and Princess of Wales, the 
Duchess of Fife, and Princesses Victoria and 
Charles of Denmark, who now, as the reign- 
ing monarch’s children, are of higher rank 
and take the foremost position after theiz _ 
majesties. 

This substitution of the younger for the 
older naturally makes for a more liant. 
and gayer court, and but for the ow 
of war tonight’s court would have the 
most brilliant and gayest function Londons 
has witnessed for more than a century. ; 


Ambassadors Come First. 

The presentations commenced shortly 
after 10 o'clock and ended a few minutes be- 
fore midnight. The wives of the Ambasss- 
dors and the women of the embassies entered 
first and were presented by Lord Lans- 
downe, Minister of Foreign Affairs, in their 
order of precedence, which was decided by 
the length of their respective husbands’ stay 
at the court of St. James. 

The next presentations were those of the 
Ministers and Attachés and their wives, and 
those privileged with entrée, the function 
terminating with ordinary introductions 
made by the Lord Chamberlain. Among 
those were six American women, all of © 
whom were presented by Ambassador . 
Choate. They were Mrs. and Miss Ermen- 
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itt of New York, and Miss Sturgis and Mrs. | 
and Miss Florence Padeiford. 


Standing Supper Is Served. 

When the presentations were over another 
welcome innovation awaited the company. 
In the last court refreshments were not 
served, and the great society function was 
the drawing-room tea at the houses of those 
presented, where the débutantes displayed 

their court dresses to admiring friends. 
Tonight a stand-up supper was served in 
@ room adjacent to the ballroom and abcut 
half its sizei Here a buffet set out a mag- 
nificent display of plate and flowers. 
_ The famous gold plate, which hitherto has 
been kept at Windsor Castle and only 
brought to London on rare special occa- 
sions, was on view for the first time since 
the luncheon at Buckingham Palace to Ear! 
Roberts on his return from south Africa. It 
will now remain-at Buckingham Palfce, an- 
other small sign that the splendors of the 

court will no longer remain hidden. _ 


Brilliant as a Spectacle. 

The spectacular brilliancy and beauty of 
tonight's function has already been suggest- 
ed. In this respect it far transcended the 
functions of the late reign, but there is an- 
other difference, one that was felt, but not 
seen. Those present noticed a complete dif- 
ference in what might be called the atmos- 
phere of the court. The King and Queen did 
not move from their places and did not mix 
with the company, for if they had begun to 
Speak to those they personally knew it would 
have been a too long and a too trying affair, 
yet there was a general air of geniality dif- 
fused through the ballroom and supper- 
room. 

After the presentations the company did 
not pass at once to the supper-room, but lin- 
gered in groups conversing. The same thing 
Was noticeable in the supper-room. In the 
late reign once the presentations were over 
those presented made haste to depart. Such 
haste, indeed, was displayed in the ante-

LONDON, March 15, 3 a. m.—There were 
fewer changes at the King’s first court at 
Buckingham Palace last night than busy- 
bodies among society journals had predicted. | 
It was an evening instead of an afternoon 
drawing-room, and, as the King and Queen 
stood by themselves, only two courtesies 
were required, the other royalties behind 
them not being saluted. 

The presentations were made in the ball- 
room instead of the throneroom, where the 
work of the decorators has not yet been 
completed. The ballroom has been redec- 
orated, and is a much more stately and 
convenient room for grea® functions than 
the throneroom. Another innovation was 
the supper, with hock, cup champagne, hot 
bouillon, cold meats, and ices. The court 
was more brilliant than the Victorian draw- 
ing-rooms, owing to the change in the hour 
and the electric lighting of the palace. It 
was a large court, to which every one pres- 
ent had been specially invited. The full 
staff of the American embassy attended, 
with only three embassy women—Mrs. 
Choate, Mrs. White, and Miss White. The 
-cthers were kept away by private mourning. 
influenza, or other causes. Four American 
women were presented in the official list— 
Mrs. Frances H. Leggett and her daughter, 
Miss Alberta Sturges Nyk, and Mrs. Ermen- 
trout of Philadelphia, all intimate friends 
of Charlemagne Tower, the American Am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg.

BAPTLE CLAIMS 800 DEAD 


STORY OF FIERCE FIGHTING IN 
COLOMBIA’S CIVIL WAR. 


Regular Troops Arrived at Colon De- 
scribe the Engagement on Feb. 23 
at Agua Dulce, in Which the Revo- 
lutionists Lost 5650 and the Govern- 
ment Forces 250 Men—General Cas- 
tro Arrives at Panama and Is Given 
an Enthusiastic Reception. 


COLON, Colombia, March 14.—General 
Castro’s soldiers report that 800 men on both 
sides were killed during the fighting at Agua 
Dulce. The revolutionists lost 550 and the 
government forces 230 men. It Is also said 
that the Indian chief, Lorenzo, and hisihalf- 
caste Indians participated in the attacks 
and killed many of the government soldiers 
The rifle fire during the 
“Agua Dulce battle was deadly and persist- 
ent. The din of the rifles was so great that 
the cannon fire‘could not be heard. 

The remainder of General Castro’s com- 
mand, which originally numbered 1,000 men, 
has been killed, wounded, taken prisoner, 
or have escaped. 

The government is confident that the rev- 
olutionists are still unable to take either 
Colon or Panama. Generals Castro and 
Ortiz and the troops of their commands left 
here for Panama this morning. 


Castro Reaches Panama. 

PANAMA, March 14.—The government 
Generals Castro and Ortiz arrived here at 11 
o’clock this morning and received one of the 
most enthusiastic welcomes ever witnessed 
in Panama. Referring to the engagement at 
Agua Dulce on Feb. 23, General Castro says 
he knows positively that of the forces under 
the revolutionary General Herrera over 700 
were killed or- wounded. He characterized 
the bravery of the revolutionists as some- 
thing extraordinary, and said that many of 
them were killed within three feet of the en- 
trenchments. 


Preparing to Attack, 

The arrival of General Bertie, with 2,000 
men of the battalion of Gramalote is ex- 
pected here within ashort time. When these 
forces arrive an attack upon the revolution- 
ists under General Herrera will immediate- 
ly be made. 

General Castro traveled over three hun- 
dred miles in crossing the Andes from Agua 
Dulce to Bocas del Toro.

WOLSELEY’S TRIP 
STARTS COMMENT, 


Departure of Ex-Commander- 
in-Chief for Africa Leads 
to General Surprise. 


HINT OF COMING CHANGE. 


Many Believe the Field Marshal 
Goes to Seat of War on 
Special Mission.

LONDON, March 15, 3 a. m.—Field Mar- 
shal Lord Wolseley. former Commander-in- 
Chief of the British army, sails for Cape 
Town today. 

Lord Wolseley’s departure for the seat of 
war has started an unprecedented amount 
of gossip. The Field Marshal himself de- 
clares he is making the trip merely for pleas- 
ure and the sole benefit of his health. 

It is generally believed that Lord Wolse- 
ley’s visit has to do with the military situa- 
tion. In .some quarters it is declared he 
goes out as the King’s personal representa- 
tive. In others it is asserted that he is to 
confer directly with Lord Kitchener. 

There is.a feeling in close political circles 
in London that an important change is im- 
pending in south Africa.» 


Methuen a Cripple for Life. 

The War office announces that Lord Meth- 
uen’s wound was from a-bullet in his right 
thigh. The femur was fractured and as a 
result of @ necessary Operation his leg will 
be shortened, Lady Methuen sailed for Cape. 
Town yesterday to join her husband. 

The Daily Mail says that it learns that 
General Delarey, prior to releasing General 
Methuen, telegraphed his intention to do 
so to Lady Methuen through the British. It 
understands that the British have thanked 
General Delarey for his treatment of Gen- 
eral Methuen, and will shortly give some 
proof of their appreciation of his chivalry. 
They will not, however, surfender any prom- 
inent Boer prisoner. 


Boers Escape 4 Drive. 

A dispatch from Heilbron to the Central 
News reports another great drive of Boers 
by the British cordon last Sunday. The line 
extended from Frankfort on the right to 
Lindley on the left. It resulted as usual, 
and had the usual features of the Boers driv-, 
ing the maddened cattle at the line and eg- 
caping in the subsequent confusion.

Break Through British Lines. 

HEILBRON, Orange River Colony, March 
11 (Tuesday. Delayed.) — Commandant 
Mentz, with the Heilbron command of Boers, 
broke through the Heilbron-Wolve Hoek 
blockhouse line, at Gottenburg, last night. 
The Boers had been pursued for several days. 
So far as known only one Boer was killed. 
The British columns, during the course of 
the pursuit of Commandant Mentz, picked 
up scattered parties of Boers, aggregating 
fifty men. 


Boer Sympathizer in Trouble. 

Colborne, Ont., March 14.—Henry L. Mer- 
rick, formerly pastor of a St. Albans (Vt.) 
church, but now living here, on learning that 
General Methuen was captured, expressed 
the hope that Kitchener would be bagged 
next. Caspen Wilbert, a young farmer whu 
heard him, promptly knocked Merrick down. 
When Wilbert was passing Merrick’'s place 
he was fired on by some one concealed in the 
barn, and a charge of buckshot entered his 
left thigh. Merrick has not since been seen. 


“When the British are cornered by our 
people they throw up their hands and sur- 
render,’’ declared C. H. Wessels, who, with 
A. D. W. Wolmarans and Montagu Witte, 
arrived in Chicago yesterday to attend the 
funeral of former Governor John P. Altgeld. 

“The release of Lord Methuen,’’ said Mr. 
Wessels, ‘‘ shows to the world that the Boers 
are not carrying on an inhumane warfare. 
We have liberated a-man who has caused 
more suffering to the women and children of 
south Africa than paeneral Kitchener could 
do if he lived 100 years.”’ ’ 

When asked his opinion of the action of the 
State department in refusing passports to 
the Rev. and Mrs. H. W. Thomas to visit 
south Africa, Mr. Wessels said: 

“That is a political question, and I am 
not in a position to discuss it, but if I were 
an American I would think it strange if my 
government could not arrange for me to go 
to south Africa on a peaceful mission. Ina 
great country like this one of its citizens 
‘should be able to go any place on the face 
of the globe and do so under the protection 
of this government.” 

All three Boer envoys were free in their 
praise of Chicago for its work in behalf of 
the fighting burghers. 

‘* While other American cities have done 
much for us, it is no secret that Chicago 
has led in this work, and we all appreciate 
that fact,’"’ said Mr. White. ‘‘ We could not 
return to Europe without coming here to 
thank our friends.”’

L00PS LOOP GW BICYCLE 


RIDER MAKES DARING CIRCUIT 
IN AIR WITH SAFETY. 


Robert 8S. Vanderwood Twice Performs |. 
Unique Feat at Coney Island and 
Shows No Effect from the Trip— 
Wheel Gains Speed on Steep Incline, 


ascends to the Level—No Pedals on 
Machine. 


New York, March 14.—[Special.]—Robert 
S. Vandervoord looped the loop on a bicycle 
at the Sea Beach Palace, Coney Island, this 
afternoon for the benefit of a party of in- 
vited guests. 

Vandervoord made two trips around the 
vertical loop, each one entirely successful. 
Those who watched him fairly gasped for 
breath, but Vandervoord was not in the least 
disturbed by his perilous trip before or after 
either attempt. 

Before today’s performance Vandervoord 
had made forty practice trips, his purpose 
being to get the act down so fine that he can 
perform twice a day by either daylight or 
electric light. 

Vandervoord is a six-footer and weighs 
178 pounds. Before he took up the line which 
he is now perfecting he never performed any- 
where in his life. He is a civil engineer. 

The success of Vandervoord’s feat depends 
entirely upon his ability to keep his bicycle 
straight. The only actual danger that he 
encounters is the danger of swerving while 
coming down the incline or running off the 
boards while rounding the loop. The struc-, 
ture which has been built for Vadervoord is, 
including the loop, about 200 feet long) and 
the time which he takes to make the trip is 
just six and two-fifth seconds. There is 
about 100 feet of incline at an angle of thirty 
degrees. 


Climbs Twenty-five Feet Into the Air. 


The incline is four feet wide, but at the 
bottom is narrowed to three feet. It widens 
again at the beginning of the loop until it 
attains a maximum width of twelve feet. 
The loop is egg-shaped, and its highest point 
is twenty-five feet from the ground. From 
either side of the loop nets stretch to a 
distance of nine feet, so that if the rider 
did swerve he would have something to 
break his fall. From the top of the incline 
tc the exit from the loop there is a black 
line running through the center of the struc- 
ture. This is to guide the rider, and he tries 
as nearly as possible to keep to this line. 

Coming down the incline Vandervoord 
travels at a rate of thirty-five miles an hour, 
but by the time he is head down at the top 
of the loop he is going at seventeen miles an 
hour. As he shoots out of the loop he runs 
into a rope stretched across his path. The 
rope is on pulleys, and to the ends are at- 
tached heavy chains that gradually increase 
the resistance, so he soon comes to a stop. 


Feat Performed in Street Garb. 


He wore his etreet clothes and did not 
even remove his hat. As he shot down the in- 
cline and around the loop it was difficult 
even to make him bout. 

The performance will have one virtue in 
the eyes of nervous persons, it is over almost 
as soon as it commences. There are no 
pedals on the wheel that is used. It weighs 
sixty pounds and has heavy foot rests where 
‘pedals would be on an ordinary machine. 
The act has never been séen in public. 

Vandervoord is the third man to try the 
act. Last September Joseph Mack tried it, 
but fell and broke his legs and a few ribs. 
He did not try it again. In October a trick 
rider, Harry Stewart, made an attempt at 
looping the loop on a bicycle, but he took a 
tumble, too, and would not try it again.

BAD WRECK IN INDIANA 


NICKEL-PLATE TRAIN RUSHES 
INTO OPEN SWITCH. 


West-Bound Passenger Collides with 
Freight on Siding at Knox and Four 
Are Seriously and@ Many Slightly 
Hurt—Cars Burned and Track Is 
Blocked for Hours—Coaches Filled 
with Passengers Dragged Away 
from Blasing Ruins. 


Knox, Ind., March 14.—[Special.]—West- 
bound Nickel Plate passenger train No. 1, 
due here at 2:50 this afternoon, ran into an 
open switch and was wrecked. Four per- 
sons were seriously hurt and many suffered 
minor injuries. 

The train was slowing down when it col- 
lided with a number of freight cars standing 
on the sidetrack. The baggage coach was 
torn to pleces and the engine and six freight 
cars were piled up and destroyed by fire. 
The fire raged four hours, blockading all 
traffic. 

A. A. Schwind, engineer, and Jim Dalton, 
fireman, of Fort Wayne; C. L. Alexander, 
baggage master, and William Browe, mail 
clerk, of Cleveland, were seriously injured. 
The loss is estimated at $40,000. 

Schwind received dangerous wounds in the 
head and his wrists were severely cut. Dal- 
ton’s shoulder and wrist were severely in- 
jured, and Alexander and Browe were in- 
ternally injured. 

The passenger coaches were well filled, and 
the shock threw them into heaps in the 
aisles, while broken glass rained down upon 
them. Many received severe cuts and 
bruises. 

The buffet dining car, which was nearest 
the engine, was damaged and the persons 
dining were heaped up in one end of the car 
wih the tables, chairs, and chinaware. The 
car was slightly burned. 

A freight engine was rushed to the scene 
and dragged the passenger coaches away 
from the burning cars. 

The freight cars burned were filled with 
merchandise, and valuable mail matter was 
destroyed in the mail car. 

The company’s loss is estimated at $40,000.

We deem it only necessary to say 
that Mr. Lowe's stetements had been fully 
answered, as {f by anticipation, by what al- 
‘ready has beer. said by others in the press 
concerning his utterances. Our reputation, 
built up by thirty years of active service in 
the church, is worth but little if it will not 
suffice to protect us against imputations ut- 
tered by one who confesses himself guilty 
of slander and falsehood.

Attorney Ritchie’s Statement. 


The affidavit by Attorney Ritchie on which 
they base their denials is in part as follows: 

“It was in August last that Mr. Pauil\E. 
Lowe brought Father Crowley to my law 
office and introduced him to me for the 
pearpose of taking my advice in certain liti- 
— to which Father Crowley was then a 
party. 

“Mr, Lowe then made a long statem 
tc me of the facts which led te that 
gation, including especially the incidents 
preceding the consecration of Bishop Mul- 
doon, He told me of the distribution of 
pamphlets or circulars containing various 
charges against a large number of priests, 
inciding the Bishop. I can recall with what 
especial pride and emphasis Mr. Lowe gave 
me to understand that, although the 
pamphlet bore the name of Father Crowley 
as its ostensible author, in fact Mr. Lowe 
himself had dictated most if not all of the 
document in his own phraseology. 

“As if in explanation, he stated to me 
that he had @one much newspaper work, and 
was even the author of a work entitled 
*The Decadence of Christianity,’ a work 
which he later presented to me, and in 
which he discourses with lurid rhetoric upon 
corruption in the church. 

“He never once mentioned Father Hod- 
nett or Father Cashman as in any way 
_0f degree connected with or cognizant of 
either the contents or the dfstribution of 
the leaflets and the posters. I believe he 
did mention their names,.but only in con- 
junction with a number of’ other priests, 
and he spoke of them only as having joined 
in the protest against Bishop Muldoon’s 
Consecration. He referred to them only 
when I questioned him in order to ascertain 
who besides Father Crowley had taken part

RIOT IN CHEESE SCENTED 


SLANDER ON ROQUEFORT BRAND 
RESENTED BY FRIENDS. 


Dr. Wynekoop’s Statement That the 
Green Spots Are Caused by Panicil- 
lium Glaucitum Taken as a Chal- 
lenge—Kentucky Limburger, the 
Deadly Character of Which Is Offi- 
cially Voucked For in Louisville, Is 
Suggested as Weapon. 


When certain Chicago cheese dealers meet 
Dr. F. E. Wynekoop, assistant city bac- 
teriologist, there will be something doing in 
the cheese line. It is not Dr. Wynekoop’s 
fault altogether, but the fair name of Roque- 
fort cheese has been stained and it is loud 
for redress. The cheese dealers have taken 
Dr.Wynekoop’s address and will see about It. 
The weapons may be Limburger at forty 
paces or Camembert at twenty. In Ken- 
tucky the health officer of Louisville has un- 
limbered his artillery on Limburger, and the 
discussion of the proposition that this brand 
has too many injurious bacilli in it has put 
the Chicago cheese men and the bacteriolo- 
gists at outs on another question, which Is: 
How does Roquefort cheese get its green 
spots? j 


Awful Things in Roquefort. 
Dr. Wynekoop says the green is the work 
of panicillium glaucium, a bacillus which is 
especially cultured for this business. 

John G. Neumeister, a cheese expert and 
dealer, says it is the fermentation of cracker 
crumbs in good goats’ milk. 

The thing that “‘ gets busy ”’ in Limburger, 
against which the Louisville health author- 
ities are going, is bacillus aromatic. It has 
not been found injurious. Neither has pani- 
cilllum glaucium, which is the cause of the 
Roquefort disturbance in Chicago. Bacteri- 
ologists say none of the organisms found in 
cheese is known positively to be dangerous. 


Struggle Over Bacilli, 

But the cheese men do not like the state- 
ment that there is a bacillus culture adjunct 
to the cheese making business. 

**It’s quite a business,’’ said Dr. Wyne- 
koop, “‘ the raising of these organisms. They 
are cultured in beef tea and put into the 
cheese, making the green spots.”’ ‘sa 

*“There’s nothing of the kind,’”’ said Mr. 
Neumeister. ‘‘ Well, I should say not. It’s 
cracker crumbs. Say, now, what does he 
mean by talking about bug culture In the 
making of cheese. I'll just take his ad- 
dress.”’

Will Be Prosecuted Under Midnight 
Closing Act, but the Real Reason for 
the Action Against Them Is That 
They Are Harboring Men Who Are 
Expected to Be Voted on April 1— 
More than Six Thousand Suspects 
in the First Ward. ; 


Thomas D. Knight, representing the Com- 
mittee on Political Action of the Iroquois, 
Hamilton, and Uglon League clubs, yester- 
day swore out warrants against Alderman 
Kenna and four other First Ward saloon- 
keepers, charging them with violating the 
midnight closing ordinance. The cases were 
set by Justice Hamburgher for March 18. 
The saloonkeepers arrested, other than 
Kenna, are: John Sacks, 298 Clark street: 


W. Bohn, 830 Clark street; Michael Foley, . 


437 State street; and W. Wardner, 567 State 
street. 

While nominally the charge is violating 
the midnight closing ordinance, the reason 
for the warrants is that these saleons have 
been kept open all night to accommodate 
men who had no other sleeping place and 
who are expected to be voted at the coming 
election. The testimony was collected by 
Jacob Boll of the State Board of Health, who 
signed the warrants. Here is what Mr. Boll 
says he found on the morning of March 6, 
between 1 and 2:45 o'clock: 

Alderman Kenna’s saloon, 289 Clark street; 
seventy-five men, twenty-five of whom were asleep 
on the floor. 

John Sacks’ saloon; forty men, 
whom were asleep in chairs. 

W. Bohn's saloon; seventy-three men, 
seven of whom were asleep in chairs. 

Michael Foley’s saloon; forty men, fifteen of 
whom were asleep on the floor. 

W. Wardner’s saloon; fifty men, twenty-five of 
whom were asleep on the floor. 

It is stated that some fifteen similar cases 
are to be prosecuted. An attempt also is to 
be made to enforce the vagrancy law against 
voters who make their homes in the First 
Ward saloons.

‘TOWN PAY ROLLS HELD UP 


JUSTICES WAIT A WEEK FOR 
PROOF OF IRREGULARITIES. 


With Only Bradwell Dissenting, They 
Decide to Delay Auditing Bills and 
Let Secretary Hoyt King Produce 
Information as to Charges That 
Deputy Collectors Have Done No 
Work — Attorney A. J. Pflaum’s 
Claim for $2,500 Allowed. 


The South Town justices yesterday post- 
poned action on the pay rolls one week in or- 
der to give the Citizens’ association oppor- 
tunity to prove its charges that the rolls 
contain the names of men who have done no 
work. 

The following resolution was passed, only 
Justice Bradwell voting no: 

** Whereas, It has been charged in an open 
letter from the Citizens’ association to this 
board, and also in the public press, that ir- 
regularities exist in the pay rolls now before 
this board, be it 

*“* Resolved, That the consideration of all 
pending pay rolls be passed for one week and 
the secretary of the) Citizens’ association 
making the charges be requested to furnish 
the board any information in his possession 
touching the said charges, so that this board 
may disallow any claims wrongfully made."’ 


Two Pay Rolls Held Up. 


There are two pay rolls held up as a re- 
sult of the charges. One is dated Feb. 22 
and contains 135 names, and the other is for 
the following week and bears the names of 
133 persons. The rolls for the two weeks ag- 
gregate $10,000, the rate of compensation 
being $5 a day. The extra men were laid 
off yesterday. 

Collector Fitzgerald informed the board 
that Secretary King had called him on the 
telephone and asked to see the rolls and that 
he had given him permission, but that he 
had never called at the offices. 

*“*I do not know whether I ought to let him 
see the rolls after the way he has acted,”’ 
said Collector Fitzgerald. ‘‘If he has any 
proof of pay roll irregularities he should have 
presented it to the board.”’ 

“In view of the fact that these charges 
have been made,” said Justice Everett, ‘‘I 
think we should give the Citizens’ associa- 
tion an opportunity to present any informa- 
tion it may possess. If that organization 
or anybody: else has evidence to prove that 
the men on our pay rollls have not performed 
=a services charged for we should know 

“We can’t accuse these men on our pay 
roll, who have made affidavit that they have 
performed the work, of perjury unless we 
have evidence,’’ said Justice Hall. ‘“‘I am 
Sago willing, however, to postpone ac- 
tion and give the Citizens’ association an 
opportunity of presenting its proof.’’ 

“These men have performed the work 
and it is unjust to keep them from getting 
their money by this dillydallying,” said 
Justice Bradwell, ‘If the Citizens’ asso- 
ciation had any evidence there has been am- 
ple time to present it. before this meeting. 
It is all a bluff, and I think the men should 
be paid.’’ 

Attorney Pflaum’s Bill Passed. 


The board approved a bill of $2,500 for legal 
services rendered during the year by Attor- 
ney A. J. Pflaum, employed by Supervisor 
Norris. The bill was itemized and there 
were numerous charges for “‘ consultations 
with Supervisor Norris on legal matters.” 

Last year the board paid its attorney $2,500, 
and the year before it cost the taxpayers of 
the South Town $8,000 for lega} services. 

Justice Everett objected to a stationery 
bill of $100 recently paid, charging that the 
prices for several of the articles were ex- 
cessive. “I see that they charge $1 a quart 
for ink,” said the justice, “‘ and I inquired 
among dealers today and was told that the 
retail price for the best ink is 50 cents.” 

Supervisor Norris said it was too late to 
object, as the bill already had been paid.

STRIKE SERIOUS. 


Many Men Return to Work, 
Find Places Filled and 
Threaten Trouble. 


PEACEMAKERS HOPEFUL. 
Gov. Crane Says Railroads and 


§teamship Lines Will Do 
Right Thing. 


RUSH TO RESUME POSITIONS, 


Boston, Mass., March 14.—[Special.]—The. 
labor situation in Boston tonight is perplex- 
ing. To give weight to statements of labor 
men that harmony is not restored is to make 
the outlook far more critical than at any 
time since the Allied Freight Transportajion 
Council began its fight against the 8. 
Brine Transportation company. On the, 
other hand, Governor Crane and the State 
Board of Arbitration believe the problem is 
being solved rapidly considering the im- 
mensity of the strike, and only ask for time 
and patience from both laboring and busi-| 
negs-men to remove all obstacles for a re-: 
sumption of freight traffic under ordinary 
conditions. 
As a matter of fact the strike was broken 
today, although troubles cropped out in 
many quarters, some of which were ar-; 
ranged without delay and others dragged’ 
along in uncertain state so that they came 
in for consideration by the various labor 
bodies tonight. 
During these meetings, judging from what | 
was argued by the men, independent strikes 
of bodies seem impending, but the leaders 
in the big strike are sanguine that they still 
hold control of the entire organized labor 
-body and will not again be obliged to ordera 
strike of the freight handlers or a sym- 
pathetic strike of affiliated bodies. 


Longshoremen Vote to Return. 


The longshoremen late tonight voted to 
return to work in the morning. This action 
is important as indicating the tempér of the 
strikers, and may induce other strikers still 
in a belligerent mood to go: back. 

The freight handlers formerly employed by 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford and 
the Boston and Albany roads voted not to re- 
turn to work unless they were taken back in 
a body. The wool handlers took similar 
action. The Expressmen’s union revoted to 
go back. 

The freight handlers of the Boston and 
Maine voted to return; but many of their 
places are filled. . 


Many Find Places Filled. 

The special side of the strike breaking to- 
day presented an army of workingmen rush- 
ing to get to their old positions. There had - 
been more than 20,000 places vacated, but 
fully 10 per cent of the men found their 
places filled. This was the reason for fric- 
tion all day, affecting only the men, for con- 
cerns were too busy raising the embargo on 
goods in their keeping to give heed to_jalk 
of unfairness. Freight began to move at 
docks, freight sheds, from and to wholesale 
houses and factories, an@ upon the streets, 
and by night great inroads had been made 
on the four days’ accumulation of goods. 

With the breaking of the strike, employ- 
ers of freight handlers, team drivers, or 
lumpers rushed into print with calls for more 
help. Even concerns which heretofore have 
been bound to unionism seem to have 
grasped the opportunity of hiring whom 
they liked.

Governor Stands as Buffer. 

The real baftle today was between the 
men who control the strike and the repre- 
sentatives of great interests, who had been 
prevailed upon to consider certain proposi- 
tions as a way to a settlement of the trouble. 
As for the last three days, it was Governor 
Crane who stood between the parties at 
issue. The Governor received many dele- 
gations, and by great exertion got together 
President John M. Hall of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad, Presi- 
dent Tuttle of the Boston and Maine, and 
Samuel Hoar, general counsel for the Boston 
and Albany, at the Statehouse. 

In the meantime labor leaders, who had 
been holding a conference with the State 
Board of Arbitration, arrived and were 
taken into the council chamber. For an 
hour the Governor had alternate interviews 
between employer and employé. During 
these conferences Secretary Easley of the 
Civic federation was admitted. Mr. Easley 
said he had attended a meeting of the long- 
shoremen. The meeting was a hot one, but 
the men all voted to return to work. 


Crane Takes Hopeful View. 

Governor Crane, after the conferences were 
finished, said: 

“ The situation looks much more encourag- 
ing than last night. The railroads have all 
agreed to take back as many men as possible 
without discrimination. As far asthe steam- 
ship lines are concerned, I understand the 
men have returned or practically all of 
them. The railroad companies will not con- 
sent to discharge men whom they have hired 
in place of the strikers, but they are well 
disposed to the mén and are anxious to take 
back as many as possible. The question of 
the loading and unloading of teams was not 
much It will be taken up next 
week.”’

The State 
department has decided that the report 
should not be published, especially as the 
incident which*has grown out of the collision 
between the Russians and Americans is re- 
garded as diplomatically closed. 

Nevertheless, the original situation has 
left its impression, and the representatives 
of this country and Russia in the locaiity 
have been instructed to exercise the greatest 
caution in maintaining relations between 
the two governments. 

Commander Barry's report was taken to 
pe 4 White House when the Cabinet consid- 
ered the matter in the light of an interna- 
tional incident, and at the Cabinet meeting 
today Mr. Hay was able to report that Rus- 
sia had offered the required apology, and the 
matter must be regarded as settled amic- 
ably. 

This decision, of course, is not received by 
naval officers with marked favor. Those 
who have learned of the contents of Com- 
mander Barry's report are incensed over the 
situation which made it possible for Rus- 
sian soldiers to attack without provocation 
the sailors of an American vessel. 

Commander Barry’s report, which was re- 
ceived this week, was the first information 
to come'‘to the Washington officials of the 
American side of the story. The Russian 
Ambassador had been to the State depart- 
ment with a highly colored narrative, and 
demanded that our Consul at Niuchwang, 
Mr. Miller, be recalled. Secretary Hay was 
able to say that no,action would or could 
De taken until he was.in possession of ad- 
vices from the United States officers at 
Niuchwang. 
-These advices, in the form of Commander 


Barry's report, described the raid made on 


the American sailors’ clubhouse at Niu- 
chwang by the Russian soldiers, who had no 
reason for their attack, but who neverthe- 
less broke into the building, destroyed the 
furniture, and assauited the members of the 
chub who were present. A good deal of dam- 
age Was wrought in the encounter and there 
Was @ narrow escape from a continued war- 
fare, both parties of contestants being high- 
ly wrought up and in an ugly mood. 
Commander Barry made a vigorous pro- 
test and demanded reparation, and Consul 
Miller was equally importunate and out- 
spoken in his action. The Russian repre- 
sentative at Niuchwang reported the inci- 
dent to his superior at Pekin and suggested 
that Mr. Miller be removed from his position.

The State department officials are not sur- 
prised at this clash between the Russians 
and the Americans. The Russians have evi- 
dently regarded Niuchwang asa port of their 
own, although under the treaty conditions 
it is open, and all nations have an equal right 
to enter. The English sent a small gunboat 
to the port, and this government sent the 
Vicksburg. 

{ The combined English and American force 
was greatly inferior to that of the Russians 
at the place, and anything like trouble with 

the Russians would have been rather: a seri- 
ous matter, especially as the Vicksburg is 
one of the smaller vessels of the navy, andit 
would have been a difficult matter to have 
furnished reinforcements. It is possible this 
consideration entered vitally into the ter- 
mination of the incident by the government 
on a simple apology from Russia. ;

“The Senate of the United States shali 
be composed of at least two Senators from 
each State and an .additional Senator for 
every ratio of 500,000 persons, who shall be 
elected by direct vote of the people thereof 
for a term of six years, and each Senator 
shall have one vote. A plurality of votes 
cast for candidates for Senator shall elect, 
and the electors shall have the qualifications 
requisite for electors of the most numerous 
branch of the State Legislature. Vacancies 
in the representation of any State in the 
Senate shall be filled in the same manner as 
such vacancies are now filled by the House 
of Representatives. 

‘It shall be the duty of Congress, when 
fixing and apportioning representatives from 
the several States in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, after every census, likewise to 
fix and apportion the representation of Sen- 
ators from each State in the Senate, pro- 
vided that each State shall have at least 
two Senators.”’

There is no regulation of the diplomatic 
service or law of Congress prohibiting an 
Ambassador or other person in the diplomat- 
ic service of the United States from holding 
an interest in any business organization in 
the country to which he is accredited, but 
it is admitted at the State department that 
there is an unwritten lawtothat effect. The 
consular regulations prohibit any United 
States Consul officer who receives a salary 
of more than $1,000 a year from engaging 
in business at the foreign post where he is 
stationed, and it has been generally con- 
strued that this regulation applied to diplo- 
matic officers as well. , 

Several of the Senators who have becom 
interested in the allegations made by Mr. 
Mealy regard this charge’ against the Am- 
bassador, as extremely serious. Mr. Mealy 
has backed up the charge with an original 
affidavit from :-an ex-Judge of the Mexican 
courts that Ambassador Clayton is a di- 
rector and stockholder of the Carmen com- 
pany. 

Arrest Starts Whole Trouble. 


The case of Mr. Mealy, who Is a citizen of 
the United States, but who has resided in 
Mexico twenty years, found its inception in 
his commitment to jail at Monterey for con- 
tempt of court. He was confined several 
days in the Monterey prison, from which he 
obtained his release on amparo proceedings, 
corresponding to a writof habeas corpus. 
Later Mealy was arrested on camplaint ofa 
rival mining company on charges of theft 
and perjury. He again was placed under 
lock and key, this time at Ciudad Porfirio 
Diaz, but was released on bail. His trial re- 
sulted in his conviction, and he is now under 
bonds pending an appeal. 

Statements of Mr. Mealy that the jailsin 
which he had been confined were filthy places 
and detrimental to his health were confirmed 
by two United States consular officers. Am- 
bassador Clayton contradicted the state- 
ments of these officers in reports to the State 
department, in which he said the jails were 
not unsanitary. 


Defended by Mexican Paper. 


Mexico City, Mex., Maren 14.—Ambassador 
Clayton is now out of the city and his reply 
to the charges against him in connection 
with the Mealy case cannot be had. The 
Mexican Herald says the charge that Gen- 
eral Clayton is interested in Mexican mines 
is simply puerile, and can only have been 
introduced to throw doubt in fhe eyes of the 
public, who may fail to see the absolute lack 
of connection between the fact in question 
and the act of which Mr. Mealy complains.

FORAKER FOR SHIP BILL 


OHIO SENATOR SAYS HE STANDS 
WITH THE MAJORITY. 


Would Prefer Differential Duties to 
Encourage Merchant Marine, but Is 
Willing to Vote for a Subsidy if 
Others Deem That Best — Declares 
Cost of Building Vessels Greater in 
This Country than Abroad—Holds 
Mail Carrying Unprofitable. 


Washington, D. C., March 14.—Throughout 
the session of the Senate today the ship sub- 
sidy bill Was under consideration. The 
measure was discussed by Foraker of Ohio, 
Mr. McLaurin of Mississippi, and Mr. Harris 
of Kansas. 

Mr. Foraker supported the bill, although 
he admitted that he would have preferred 
to build up the American mefchant marine 
by the levying of discriminating duties. He 
was willing, however, to defer to the judg- 
ment of the majority that the pending meas- 
ure embodied the better plan. 

Mr. Foraker said the preponderance of the 
evidence was against the. proposition that 
the vessels could be built or operated in this 
country as cheaply as they could be built and 
operated abroad. 

In proof of the greater cost of ships con- 
structed in America, Mr. Foraker read a let- 
ter from President Baker of the Atlantic 
Transportation line, showing that the con- 
tract price for two ships bullt for the com- 
pany at Belfast, Ireland, was $1,470,000, 
while the cost of two ships identically the 
same in construction built at Camden, N. J., 
was $1,900,000. 

Mr. Foraker asserted that the International 
Navigation company—the American. line— 
had made no money by carrying the mails 
under the postal subsidy act, and did not 
care for a renewal of its contract. The pro- 
posed legislation, he said, was such as 
would enable the United States to build and 
operate ships and fly the flag of the merchant 
marine in every port of the world. 

Both Mr. McLaurin and Mr. Harris op- 
posed the measure on the ground that in 
their judgment it was not constitutional. 
They maintained that it was class legislation 
which amounted to little short of robbery 
of the people for the benefit of a few ship- 
owners. Mr. Harris made the point that the 
United States now was paying more to the 
American line for the carrying of ocean 
mails than was paid to foreign ships, for 
greater service. 


NORRIS FOUND: TESTIMONY 
DAMAGING TO FIFE’S CASE. 


Detectives Find St. Joseph Saloonkeep- 
er Hiding Near Lake Contrary, Mo., 
and Bring Him to Court. 


Savannah, Mo., March 14.—When the. trial 
of Stewart Fife for the murder of Frank W. 
Richardson was resumed today E. E. Norris, 
the St. Joseph saloonkeeper, who disap- 
peared several days ago, was in court, and 
gave damaging testimony against the de- 
fendant. Norris was found last night. by de- 
tectives at Lake Contrary, near here. 
When he was called to the stand he admit- 
ted having been in hiding.

The only witness called today was Dr. I, 
Feariig, Coroner of Pasquotank County, 
who first examined the body of Miss Crop- 
sey after it was found.

He found no water in the stomach, ' 
lungs, or the heart. This showed that death 
did not come from drowning.

FIGHTS RATE ORDINANCE. 


Mayor Asserts That Telephone 
Tunnel Issue Will Be 
Settled at Once. 


PLAN TO HELP OUT FIREMEN. 


Former Corporation Counsel Willidm G. 
Beale gave the Council Committee on Gas, 
Oil, and Blectric Light a lesson in electricity 
yesterday. He argued against the Patter- 
son ordinance seeking to limit rates for 
electricity for Nghting and other purposes 
to “10 cents per kilowatt an hour.”’ He in- 
sisted that the supplying of electrical en- 
ergy should be a monopoly and that the 
Council, under existing conditions, has no 
more right to regulate electrical rates than 
it has to regulate hotel charges. 

‘There are about twenty-five independent 
corporations in this city,’’ said Mr. Beale, 
speaking for the Chicago Edison company. 
‘Yet the business ought to be performed by 
one company, and that company held 
rigidly responsible for its performances. 
Competition is not always a good argument. 
Gas is costing more today than it would had 
it not been for the passing of franchises for 
alleged competing companies. 

‘‘ There are several companies whose fran- 
chises allow rates that would be four or five 
times higher than the amount fixed by this 
ordinance. You could not change them. 
The companies would find ground to refuse 
as in the Detroit three-cént fare case de- 
cided by the Supreme Court just the other 
day. Here it was held that a prescribed 
maximum fare of five cents could not be 
lowered to three cents by ordinance.”’ 


Rogers Park Case Cited. 


Mr. Beale then met a storm of arguments 
on the basis that regulation of Rogers Park 


“water rates had been sustained by the fed- 


eral Supreme Court. 

‘The palpable effect of this proposed 
change,’ he continued, ‘‘ would be to create 
trouble. There are millions of investments 
that have been kept from Chicago by this 
cause. Certain companies would not ac- 
cept the proposed change. It would bea fur- 
ther threat to interests that would develop 
Chicago. You should go siow. The indef- 
initeness of the ordinance you now hold 
shows that you are monkeying with a sub- 
ject you don’t understand.”’ 

At the conclusion of his argument the 
measure was referred to a subcommittee of 
Aldermen Palmer, Young, and Race.

the formation of the American Steel and Wire 
company several years ago. The suit wa 
brought to compel Mr. Gates to give an ac- 
counting of the various transactions leading 
‘up to the formation of the company and the 
_resuiting profits. The accounting, it was 
said, would involve $15,000,000, 

The basis of the action is a contract made 
in September, 1897, between Judge E. H. 
Gary, formerly of Chicago, and now Presit- 
dent of the Federal Steel company, acting 
for himself and associates, and Gerrit H. 

’ Ten Broeck, acting for himself ahd asso- 
ciliates. Under the terms of this contract it 
was agreed that the parties to the contract 
should, if possible, bring about the formation 
of @ company which could purchase prac- 
tically all the wire rod, barbed wire, and wire 
nail factories in the United States. The con- 
tract also provided that any profits or com- 

‘pensation which might accrue to any of the 
parties to-the agreement, whether in cash, 
securities, or stock of the proposed corpora- 
tion, after the deduction of the actual ex- 

‘penses, should be divided into two equal 
shares, one of which was to go to Mr. Gary 

_ and his associates and the other to Mr. Ten 
Broeck and his associates. Mr. Parks was 

one of the five men associated with Mr. Ten 
Broeck in the enterprise, and their contract 
provided that their share of the profits was 
to be divided equally among them, It is al- 
leged that Mr. Gates was the only one asso- 
clated with Mr. Gary. According to the evi- 
dence adduced during the trial of the case 
today a vast amount of labor was necessi- 
tated in the negotiations which resulted in 
the acquisition of the seventeen plants final- 
ly bought in by the American Steel and Wire 
company, and that to engage the services of 
the expert accountants and appraisers em- 
ployed in the work a large sum of money was 
expended. Mr. Parks alleges that he con- 
tributed his share toward the expenses. 

He further alleges that as a result of these 
transactions Mr. Gates realized several mil- 
lions of dollars. He contends also that he 
never received his share of the profits and 

‘that Mr. Gates has never accounted for the 
profits that were made. It is alleged that 
Mr. Parks has ground for the belief that Mr. 
Gates madé some arrangement or settlement 
with all the other individuals entitled to a 
share in the profits. 

The trial of the case was not concluded.

Grace Church Vestrymen Say the Rev.

Under some circumstances an Episcopalian 
minister may properly give $5 to help out a 
horserace.

It was a charity horse race to which Mr.

Pioneer Unitarian Minister of the West 
Passes Away at His Residence 
in Hyde Park. 


The Rev. John R. Effinger, a 
minister and official of the 
for almost half a century, died yesterday 
morning at his residence, 5551 Lexington 
avenue. For years he had been a sufferer 
from heart disease, but only within the last 
month had the illness become serious. A 
week ago he began to fail rapidly.

P. Altgeld took place at the residence, 3225 
Malden avenue, yesterday afternoon, as the 
first in a series of demonstrations ef re- 
spect which will end tomorrow with a pub- 
lic procession from the City Library to Grace- 
lend. The ody will lie in state in the north 
corridor of the library building today from 
16 a. m. to 10 p. m. 

The services at the residence were brief 
and simple, and marked by eloquent trib- 
utes from Miss Jane Addams of Hull House 
and Clarence 8. Darrow, one of Mr. Altgeld's 
law partners and most intimate friends. 

Dr. Frank Crane presided over the serv- 
ices, which took place in the parlors. Judges 
of the Appellate, Circuit, and Superior 
Courts, mé@mbers of the Chicago Bar as- 
sociation, prominent politicians, and leaders 
in reform movements crowded the residence, 
and many persons were obliged to remain 
or the sidewalk during the services. 

‘Great as well as trivial causes have had 
their martyrs,’ said Miss Addams in the 
course of her brief address. ‘“‘ What we 
need in this hour of national confusion is 
the memory of a man who never allowed 
himself to see the little things in life, but 
turned his attention at all times to the great- 
er things. As time recedes the world will 
finally agree that our friend saw life as few 
see it, in its greater and grander form.”’ 


Soldier for Human Liberty. 


Mr. Darrow spoke with an emotion that 
threatened to overcome him at times. He 
referred to his dead friend as a soldier in 
the everlasting struggle of the human race 
for liberty and justice on the earth. 

“Today we pay our last sad homage,” 
said Mr. Darrow, *‘to the most devoted 
lover, the most abject slave, the fondest, 
wildest, dreamiest victim that ever gave his 
life to liberty’s immortal, hopeless cause. 
No purer patriot ever lived than the friend 
we lay at resttoday. His patriotism was not 
paraded in the public marts, nor bartered 
in the stalls for gold; his patriotism was of 
that ideal mold that places the love of man 
above the love of self. 

“John P. Altgeld was always and at all 
times a lover of his feilow-men. Those who 
reviled him have tried to teach the world 
that he was bitter and relentless; that he 
hated more than he loved. In the days now 
past John P. Altgeld, in scorn and derision, 
was called John Pardon Altgeld by those 
who would destroy his power. We whostand 
today afound his bier and mourn the brave 
and loving friend are giad to adopt this 
name, If in the infinite economy of nature 
there shall be another land where crooked 
paths shall be made straight, where heaven's 
justice shall review the judgments of the 
earth—if there shall be a great, wise, humane 
Judge before whom the sons of men shall 
come—we can hope nothing better for our- 
selves than to pass that infinite Presence as 
the comrades and friends of John Pardon 
Altgeld, who opened the prison doors and 
set the captive free.”’

Professor Edwin Erle Sparks told the 
Daughters of the American Revolution yes- 
terday that he knew why women were re- 
luctant to remove their hats in public places.

Miss Fox’s appeal for the removal of hats 
was being complied with, but Professor 
Sparks’ suggestion that those who were re- 
luctant might be influenced by a knowledge 
that their hair was not properly arranged, 
hastened matters greatly. Every hat in 
the large audience was disposed of in a 
trice. 

Professor Sparks lectured on ** The Begin- 
nings of Chicago,” illustrating his talk with 
views. He followed the historical develop- 
ment of the city from the days of Fort Dear- 
born to the period after the great fire. 

It was the first meeting of the Daughters 
after the Washington affair, but no reference 
was made to the recent fight.

It is said the company also will buy the 
Mexican National railroad company’s prop- 
erty, including its main line, Known as the 
International line, extending from New 
Laredo, State of Tamaulipas, Mexico, to the 
City of Mexico, together with a number of 
branch lines. The International line is 840 
miles in length, and the total length of the 
new line, including branches, will be about 
1,500 miles. 

Tt also is stated that the company was in- 

rated in Utah for the reason that the 
laws are more favorable to the enterprise 
than those of many other States:

It is the general opinion among railroad 
officials here that E. H. Harriman is the pro- 
moter and backer of this new enterprise. 
Mr. Harriman is now in Mexico, accom- 
panied by President Felton of the Alton, 
who is Harriman’s railroad expert, and sev- 
tral prominent New York capitalists. The 
movements of Mr. Harriman have been 
guarded with much secrecy, and his trip was | 
tald to be merely one of observation and 
recreation. 

Mr. Harriman’s recreation, however, is 
believed to be the effort to get a line of his 
own to the City of Mexico to dispute with 
the Mexican Central the supremacy of rail- 
road transportation in Mexico.

“L” CARS TO REACH EVANSTON. 


Passenger Traffic Agreement Expected 
with St. Paul Railway, Which Will 
Provide a Suburban Terminal. 


It is predicted that the Northwestern Ele- 
vated and the Milwaukee and 8t. Paul rail- 
way will come to some kind of an under- 
Standing before May 1 concerning a joint 
agreement for the handling of Evanston 
passenger traffic. ; 

President Earling of the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul has gone South on a short vaca- 
tion, but is expected back by April 1. Then 
the matter will be taken up. The plan said 
to be in favor is on the lines of codperation, 
the steam road to run an improved service, 
carrying coaches of the elevated road be- 
tween the Wilson avenue terminus and 
Evanston, and thus establishing a through 
service without change of cars.. New equip- 
ment would be built for this service, which 
would be operated on express schedule, with 
the coaches distinguished from the present 
cars by a different exterior finish. 

Chicago, Burlington and Quincy road offi- 
cials are planning to abandon at least twen- 
ty of their “‘dummy ” trains now in service 
between the Union Station and Riverside, 
reducing their number to ten each way. It 
is claimed the opening of the Millard ave- 
nue station of the Metropolitan Elevated 
has so far taken 90 per cent of the business 
from Douglas Park and Millard avenue rail- 
road stations. General Passenger Agent 
Eustis says the railroad company will oper- 
ate fast express trains which will reach 
the city In twenty minutes. 

President Truesdale of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western announces that 
George A. Holden, General Coal Sales Agent 
of the company, has resigned, and that the 
position he held has been abolished. With 
the retirement of Mr. Holden, E. E. Loomis 
advances from the position of Superintend- 
ent to Manager. 

The Milwaukee and St. Paul will spend 
$500,000 this spring double tracking the 
La Crosse division of the road between 
Brookfield and Camp Douglas. 

Central Passenger association lines have 
decided to abolish their excess baggage cou- 
pon books, through the use of which those 
having much baggage to ship were able to 
do so at a discount. The plan on which these 


| coupon books were issued was similar to 


that on which mileage tickets are sold. No 
reason is given for the abolition of the sys- 
tem. April 1 has been fixed as the date, after 
which full rates will be charged on all excess 
baggage shipped. 

Arrangements have been completed to ex- 
tend the Canadian Northern road to Ed- 
monton through the Yellow Head Passof the 
Rocky Mountains in British Columbia to 
the Pacific coast at Bute Inlet.

UNION TRACTION DIRECTORS 
DENY STORY OF DISSENSION. 


Say C. L. Hutchinson Resigned as Re- 
sult of Wish Long Expressed—Coun- 
sel Crawford and Gurley in Accord. 


Reports of dissensions in the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Union Traction company are 
denied emphatically. Charles L. Hutchinson 
has wanted for some time to retire as a di- 
rector, and his withdrawal, as stated yes- 
terday, is due to that wish. 

Some of the directors thought it was a 
mistake to have Henry Crawford enter the 
litigation at Springfield, as W. W. Gurley 
has been handling it satisfactorily to the lo- 
cal members of the board. But that wasa 
difference of opinion, and did not cause any 
dissension. 

Attorney Crawford is in New York, and 
Mr. Gurley, general counsel for the Union 
Traction company, also is out of the city. 
' An attorney familiar with the affairs of the 
company said yesterday that the story of a 
split in the traction management was un- 
doubtedly due to a “ ticker’’ rumor, which 
had been circulated for the last three days 
to depress traction stock. »* 

Mr. Crawford is not a Philadelphia man, 
as the report stated. He has lived in Chi- 
cago nearly all his life, and came originally 
from Indiana, where he owns a smal rail- 
road. He represents ‘chiefly the Eastern 
owners of the company, itissaid. Mr. Craw- 
ford first became connected with Chicago 
traction affairs after ex-Judge Jamieson re- 
signed as counsel for the Yerkes railways. 
It was he who.brought the Union Traction 
company-into existence, interesting the East- 
ern capitalists in the consolidation scheme. 
He became attorney for the company after 
it was formed. W. W. Gurley was after- 
wards made general counsel. Then Mr. 
Crawford, was made a special counsel, in 
charge of the tax suits. Stories of dissen- 
sions between-Mr. Crawford and W. W. 
Gurley afe also disproved, according to the 
traction officials, by the fact that attorneys 
from Mr. Gurley’s office have helped in the 
preparation of the tax suits. 


BIG BUILDINGS FEEL EXPLOSION

Better than Side Door 
Subterfuges. 


LAW DEAD HERE SINCE’73 


Defends Personal Liberty for 
Citizens Within Prescribed 
Limitations.. 


GIVES ADVICE TO GOTHAM.

** Saloons should be open on Sunday to the 
man who wants a drink, and thus there 
would be no opportunity offered to evade the 
law by using a convenient side door. Sun- 
day closing of the latter sort inspires con- 
tempt and ridicule for the law.”’ 

On this platform Mayor Harrison of Chi- 
cago and District Attorney Jerome of New 
York City stand arminarm. Chicago has a 
Sunday closing law, which has not been en- 
forced since 1873. Hence Mayor Harrison 
has no troubles on this score. New York 
has a Sunday closing law that, according to 
Mr. Jerome, does not close the saloons, but 
inspires side doors, fake’ hotels, and 
every possible scheme to dispense drinks in 
defiance of the measure. So Mr. Jerome has 
asked the New York General Assembly to 
modify the law and legalize the opening of 
New York City’s saloons on Sundays be- 
tween 1 and 11 o'clock p. m. 


Blue Laws Develop Blackmail. 


‘*T agree with District Attorney Jerome,” 
said Mayor Harrison yesterday. ‘‘ Such a law 
cannot be enforced tothe letter. An unen- 
forceable law must develop blackmail. 
There are thousands of good citizens in every 
large city who hold that it is not wrong 
to enter a saloon and take a drink on Sunday. 
Where the people do not consider the act 
forbidden to be wrong in itself they are un- 
willing to obey the law. | 

“There is a Sunday closing law in the 
statutes of Illinels. It was passed at so 
early a date that it is to be found in the re- 
vision of the latter '30s. In Chicago it 
hasn't been enforced since 1878. Why? 
Well, in that year enforcement was attempt- 
ed, but it met with such public hostility that 
in 1874, a Mayor wus elected by an over- 
whelming majority who handed the city 
over to the domination of the lawless classes, 
and the last state was worse than the first. 
Today Chicago’s saloons observe the law by 
drawing the blinds and preventing offense to 
the religious-minded citizens. I guess those 
who remember the past are willing to admit 
that this is the proper way. 


Believes in Personal Liberty. 


‘‘ Understand, I’m not defending a ‘ wide 
open’ town,’”’ added the Mayor. ‘* Neither 
is Mr. Jerome down New York way. But 
Chicago has been charged by the rural 
visitor and by some of its own strait- 
laced citizens with being ‘ wide open.’ Now 
there may be some ‘personal liberty,’ a 
term which also has been given many vary- 
ing definitions. My idea of ‘ personal lib- 
erty’ may be summed up as the concrete 
right so to order one’s life or so to be per- 
mitted to enjoy one’s Hfe as may seem best 


to the individual, provided that in so doing 


one does not conflict with the rights or the 
comforts of one’s neighbors. 


“Take our German fellow-citizen for ex-. 


ample. Back in the old fatherland he was 


} taught to look upon Sunday as a day of 


rest, of which the morning was to be de- 
voted to divine service and the afterhoon 
and evening toinnocentrecreation. Inthose 
old days he saw no harm in sitting at an 
afternoon concert, while he smoked his pipe 
and drank his beer, and, usually, his family 
was at his elbow. The American citizen is 
built on this plan. He sees no harm in tak- 
ing a,drink on Sunday if he wants is. ae 
New York wants to solve its Sunday closing 
troubles in the best way, it can watch Chi- 
cago advantageously.” 


Talks of Midnight Closing. 

‘‘ But do you believe Chicago needs to go a 
step further and repeal the midnight closing 
law?’ the Mayor was asked. 

‘‘ Now, that’s wholly a different matter,” 
was the reply. That midnight closing law 


stands asitis. Some claim that a law should 


be either enforced or repealed. That is well 
and good if the power that enforces the law 
has the right to repeal. But in the cases at 
hand the cities enforce while the State Leg- 
islatures repeal. We have other‘ blue laws’ 
here which are not tolerated. And I guess 
Chicago is better off than New York, so far 
as these matters are concerned.” 


ROD APPLIED TO TWO BOYS. 
BART OF COURT’S SENTENCE. 


Parents Adopt Justice Mahoney’s Or- 
der and Make Their Wrath Felt on 
Bodies of Their Offending Sons. 


Use of the rod as an aid in administering 
justice to a couple of boys was adopted yes- 
terday on recommendation of Justice Ma- 
honey. One of the boys received his share 
in the Sheffield Avenue Station. Theother 
suffered quietly at his home. 

William Roushke is larger than his moth- 
er, and there was some doubt on the part of 
the justice whether she was capable of mak- 
ing herself felt on her son. Agpoliceman, 
therefore, was detailed to provide a broom- 
stick and to see that the requirements of the 
newly made law were fully met. The trio 
repaired to another rooni, and from the 
sounds, physical and vocal, which reached 
the court the conclusion was reached that a 
satisfactory article of punishment was be- 
ing administered.

The prisoners were 
about 17 years old. Fines of $10 each were 
imposed by the justice, but one-half of this 
was remitted in the case of the pair who felt 
the hand of parental wrath. 

“If you are brought in here again,” said 
Justice Mahoney as a parting shot to the 
boys, “‘ I will take a hand on you myself.”

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BALK A? SCHOOL LUNCHES 


STUDENTS OF WALLER HIGH 
WANT TO BE SAVED, 


Great Round Robbin Asks Board of 
Education Committee to Suppress 
he Caterer Who Hands Out “ Red- 
hots” in the Basement—Said That 
the Food Is “ Unhygienic and Un- 
tidy "—Teachers Join in the Protest 
—Other Side Also on Display. 


A cry for succor has reached the School 
Management committee. Teachers and 
students of the Robert A. Waller High School 
are ina plight. Their heads are aching and 
their digestive machinery is in rebellion. 
They want to be saved—from their lunch 
man. 

The complaint came in the way of a peti- 
tion many yards long. It recited that the 
lunch that is served each noon in the base- 
ment of the school building is unfit to eat 
and asks that the board give to some other 
caterer the privilege of furnishing the food. 

The monotony of the bill of fare, too, ran- 
kles with these school epicures. On Monday, 
for instance, the menu runs something like

Beef soup eee eee eee cents 
Ham BOndwich CONUS 


Home-made cookies Cent each 


On Tuesday the fare is the same, except 
that apple pie is added at five cents a cut. 
On Wednesday lemon cream pie is the piéce 
de résistance, while on Thursday, by way 
of compensation, the caterer supplies cheese 
sandwiches for three cents each. ! 


On Friday, as a grand finale of his week's . 


benevolence, the restaurant man hands out 
roast beef and mashed potatoes. For this 
his price is five cents a plate. 


Lunches “Untidy and Unhygienic.” 


According to the petition, the lunches are 
“untidy and unhygienic.’’ The petition is 
signed by every instructor in the school and 
almost every pupil. 

While the quality of the food is the point 
of greatest objection, the students say the 
whole scheme is wrong. They want brain 
food, they say, and ask what man ever be- 
came great on a diet of “red hots” and 
The school’s distress signal brought 
a prompt responce when Trustee Keating 
was appointed a committee of one to inspect 
the lunch. 

The petition was forwarded to the school 
authorities as a last resort. The pupils say 
they have pleaded in vain with the lunch 
man and have told him that his steaming 
red hots were not what they seemed. But 
the lunch man only smiled sadly and went 
plodding along. 


From Those Who’ve Tried It. 


“TI tried the lunchroom once at the begin- 
ning of the year,” said Instructor James M. 
Elliott last evening, ‘‘ but I have eaten else- 
where ever since.”’ 

‘* The food served In the basement Is stale, 
dirty, unwholesome, and altogether unsatis- 
factory,”’ declared R. E. Blount, teacher of 
room 13. ‘“‘ There is not a teacher in the 
school who can endure such fare, and we 
don’t want the children to eat it. Our tastes 
are not extravagant, but we do want clean, 
wholesome food.”’ 

‘* When the.teachers try their luck they 
get new rolls,” said one of the pupils. ‘‘ The 
ones we get are past their prime.”’ 

This statement was borne out by Mr. 

Blount, who said ofie pile of rolls was re- 
served for the teachers and another for the 
pupils. 
' Principal O. 8. Westcott paid his respects 
‘to the school cookery in a letter addressed 
to Superintendent Cooley. ‘“‘Any change 
from our. present-lunch facilities would be 
an improvement,” he declared. 


Here’s the Other Side. . 


The other side of the picture also was on 
display. Mrs. Isbel Sherman, who has a 
reputation for serving really good lunches 
at the Lake High School, was assured she 
could have almost anything within reason. 
The trustees asked for invitations to lunch 
and Mrs. Sherman promised to entertain 
them, .although, she says, she makes only 
$6 a week for serving lunches to fifty pupils 
a day. 

Mrs. Sherman visited the committee with 
a great many recommendations. District 
Superintendent Dodge said he often traveled 
for. miles in order to get one of Mrs. Sher- 
man’s lunches. Jane Addams also con-. 
tributed praise, and on the strength of these 
recommendations a gas bill of $21 was can- 
celed. 

It is only by escaping this gas bill that 
Mrs. Sherman is able to make her $6 a week. 
She is a graduate of the Lewis Institute 
School of Domestic Science. 


GAS FOR SCHOOL SUPPLY HOUSE 


Board of Education Committee Votes to 
Cancel Electric Light Contract 
in Interest of Economy. 


The Buildings and Grounds committee of 
the School board yesterday decided. that 
there was something in the charges of ex- 
travagance at the West Side supply house 
recently made by the Citizens’ association. 
It was stated that electric light for the place 
had cost $1,800 a year. The members of the 
committee figured out that they could light 
the place for about $180. Trustee Gallagher 
insisted that gas would be cheaper. It was 
finally decided to cancel the contract with 
the Edison company and use gas. 

Superintendent Cooley explained further 
yesterday his report of the day before that 
the addition of a number of women teachers 
to the force at the John Worthy School had 
worked a revolution. | 

‘* Last year,”’ he said, ‘* the teachers were 
mostly men and they had difficulty in gov- 
erning the boys. A woman who was teaching 
in the school at the time was having good 
success, and it was thought best to substi- 
tute a number of the best women in the 
city for the work. Last year we had trouble 
over the whipping of a boy in the school. 
This year there is no trouble and the spirit 
seems to have changed entirely. The boys 
are interested in the work and are not hard 
to control.”’ 


FATHER’S CLAIM AFTER WIFE’S. 


Judere Dunre Send« Man to Jail for 
Paying Debt to Former Instead 
vi Bupporting Latter. 


*“ When it comes to distributing his wages, 
a man’s obligation to his father must give 
way to that toward his wife and children,” 
was the ruling made by Judge Dunne yester- 
day morning and under the ruling the court 
sent Peter DeBok to jail for six months. 

DeBok was before the court on a charge of 
abandoning his wife and children, who live 
at Dalton, Ill.

John Lambert, who is President of the 
Joliet Business Men’s association, returned 
to Chicago yesterday after an absence from 
the city, during which the contract trouble 
with the warden of the Joliet Penitentiary 
and the prison commissioners arose. Mr. 
Lambert said Governor Yates had stood by 
his agreement with the association. 

“The Governor promised me,” he said, 
“that W. M. Cochrane should hold his con- 
tract until April, instead of having it ter- 
minated in December. He has stood by this 
promise. Having just returned, I am not 
familiar with the various phases of the 
trouble.” 

On the general subject of prison contract 
work Mr. Lambert said the men had to be 
employed in some fashion, and that he fa- 
vored their use in large State improvement 
work—such as the work on the drainage 
canal.

structing a subway for street car tracks in 
the business district of Chicago which cannot 
be overcome by the expenditure of money, 
according to the statements of General Will- 
jam Sooy Smith, one of the most prominent 
of Western civil engineers, and George A. 
Jackson, general manager of the Illinois 
Telegraph and Telephone company, which is 
building a big conduit under the central! por- 
tion of the city, 

These two éxperts were the speakers last 
night at the informal dinner of the Chicago 
Real Estate board at the Palmer House, 
and their subject was ‘‘Subways.”’ Both 
disputed the assertion of City Engineer 
Ericson that the streets\ were so fully occu- 
Died with manholes, conduits, and catch 
basins that it would be impossible to con- 
struct a subway. 


Says a Subway Is Possible. 

“If we could secure real common honesty 
in the administration of the city’s affairs,"’ 
said General Smith, “‘there would be no 
practical problem in the subway question. 
We hear the city engineer say it is impos- 
sible, but I say it isn’t. The longer we delay 
building a subway the more complications 
there will be, and the way to do is to start 
right in. If there are any obstacles in the 
way they are extraneous, unnatural, and dis- 
honest.’’ 

General Smith was an enthusiastic ad- 
vocate of the subway for street cars in the 
down-town section of the city. He described 
the elevated roads as a nuisance, and de- 
clared they were doomed to a short life by 
the nature of their construction. Incidental- 
ly, he remarked that many of the big build- 


grief as a result of corrosion. Then he sur- 
prised the real estate men with his scheme 
for making the city an ideal one. 


Wants a Four-Track Plan. 


“Put all the street cars in a subway,” 
he said, “‘ and let the wheeled vehicles, such 
as carriages, wagons, and trucks have the 
Streets. Then build elevated sidewalks ona 
level, with the second stories of the build- 
ings for the use of pedestrians. Make the 
floors of these sidewalks of glass, and we 
would have an ideal city. 

“I am in favor of a four-track subway 
taking the full width of the street from 
curb to curb, and with plenty of room for all 
the pipes, conduits, and sewers under its 
roof. Such a subway can be built without 
‘Seriously interfering with traffic, and if it 
should cost $1,000,000 a mile it would be 
cheap.”’ 


Admits Expense Is a Barrier. 

Mr. Jackson spoke on the subway question 
from the light of his experience. Fora num- 
ber of years he was in charge of the conduit 
construction of the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany and acquainted with the conditions 
underlying the streets of the city. 

*“*It would be itmpossible,”’ he said, ‘“ to 
employ other capital disinterested to build 
such a subway as would be desired by the 
eitizens of Chicago. Should an ordinance 
be passed granting the right to build a sub- 
way in the business district, the vested 
rights of other corporations in the streets 
would require the old corporations or indi- 
viduals to practically rebuild their plants at 
the expense of the new concern. This is 
the only serious obstacle I see from a com- 
mercial standpoint.” 

Mr. Jackson suggested that the first prac- 
tical thing to be done was to call together 
the engineers representing the different cor- 
porations and have them discuss the needé 
of the interests they represent. 


Engineering Part Practical. 


“As to the construction of a subway 
proper,’’ said Mr. Jackson, *“‘my judgment 
is that a street railway subway can be 
constructed in the business district of Chi- 
cago for a cost that would be within reason. 
In order to construct a subway without 
enormous damages resulting to abutting 
buildings, it should be built as near to the 
street surface as possible.’’ 

In concluding his address Mr. Jackson 
briefly described the conduit he is building, 
and invited the members of the Real Estate 
board to take a trip through it on Monday.

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W. L. ALDEN’S COMMENT FROM LONDON.

ONDON, March 8 —Lord Dufferin 
passed the greater part of his life 
in the diplomatic service, but he 
began life as anauthor. His “ Letters 
from High Latitudes’ was the most 
notable book of travel of its year, and it was 
probably due to the late Dr. McCosh, then 
of Belfast, that the success of the book did 
mot confinm its author in the resolution to 
devote himself to UMterature. Dr. McCosh 
had beem for years an intimate friend of 
Lord Dufferin, and hada great influence over 
him. He discerned the great abilities of the 
young man and urged him to adopt diploma- 
cy as his life work. I remember hearing 
Dr. McCosh say that he had given this ad- 
vice to his young friend and that he earnestly 
hoped he would follow it. How many years 
ago wae that? If you please, I had rather 
not make the caloulation. However, the fact 
remains that Lord Dufferin practically aban- 
doned literature and entered the diplomatic 
service. 

It is said that Lord Dufferin has left some 
interesting details of his official life and that 
they will be published in due time. This, 
however, is always said when a prominent 
man dies, and there may be no truth in it. 
His autobiography, were it a full one, would 
be a most interesting book, for he knew near- 
ly every man of‘notein Europe and the East. 

Lord Rosebery hag not written 4 novel. 
At least such is the authorized statement 
made in one of the leading newspapers. 
This is certainly a surprise, inasmuch as it 
had been positively asserted that he had 
written a novel, and precise assertions as 
to the novel had been made. Possibly the 
explanation of this seeming contradiction 
is that Lord Rosebery has partly written, 
but not completed, a novel, and now that 
the prospect that he will again become Prime 
Minister grows daily nearer, he thinks that 
it would not be desirable for him to figure 
as a novelist. At any rate, it is certain that 
no novel by Lord Rosebery will be published 
this year, and it is doubtful if he ever pub- 
Hshes a novel until he has definitely with 
drawn from public life. 


Lord Iddesleigh, however, has written a 
novel. He is the son of Sir Stafford North- 
cote, who was the leader of the opposition 
while Mr. Gladstone was Prime Minister, 
and it was he whom theitrreverent Randolph 
Churchill called *“* The Grand Old Woman.” 
All the same, the first Lord Iddesleigh was 
a statesman whose loss the Conservative 
party could ill afford, though that Has noth- 
ing to do with his son’s novel. The book will 
attract attention because of its authorship, 
and it is reasonable to suppose that it will 
be at least a meritorious piece of work. 


Mr. Shorter has returned in the Sphere to

the discussion of the subject of log rolling, 
and he asserts that it is idle to deny that a 
vast deal of log rolling is done in London 
in connection with literatire. Mr. Shorter 
ought to be good authority, but in this mat- 
ter I fancy that he somewhat exaggerates, 
Naturally, if the friend of a critic writes a 
book the critic is more actively anxious to 
find something good in it than he would be 
were the book the work of a total stranger. 
The converse of this is probably also true, 
for the critic of a book written by @ man 
whom he personally despises will inevitably 
have an unusually clear vision of all the 
imperfections of the book. But between the 
desire to see what is good in the book of a 
friend and deliberate log rolling there is a 
wide difference, and I have never yet seen 
any sufficient evidence that genuine log 
rolling is practiced in London to any serious 
extent. If a man writes an unsuccessful 
bock and another man writes a successful 
one, the unsuccessful author usually tries to 
account for his failure by the theory that 
he has been badly treated by his publishers; 
and he explains the success of the other 
man by hinting that his book has been lg 
rolled into notoriety. But vague assertions 
are not evidence. It has been my firm con-. 
viction that the critics of all the leading 
literary — and daily papers are ab- 
solutely honest and that such a thing as 
log rolling never takes place in the columns 
of a reputable paper whose opinion in lit- 
erary matters has the least weight.’ I know 
at least one instance in which work of mine 
was severely slated by a personal friend, 
who would have been glad to speak well 
of it if his conscience had permitted him to 
do so. He was quite right in what he wrote, 
but if log rolling had been the common thing 
which Mr. Shorter seems to. think it, he 


| would have log-rolled my unfortunate book 


into a little brief notoriety. Even were log 
rolling common it would be practically use- 
less. The final fate of a book is decided by 
the book itself, not by what log-rollerg can 
say of it.

Mr. Howard Hensman’s life of Cecil Rhodes 
is interesting to those who admire.the south 
African boss,”’ and it Is fairer than one 
would naturally expect it. to be, in view 
of the fact that it is written by an admirer 
of Mr. Rhodes. It is worth reading, but the 
reader need not accept as final Mr. Hens- 
man’s estimate of Mr. Rhodes. There are 
things in Rhodes’ career which cannot be 
explained away, and which are hopelessly - 
at variance with the theory that he is an 
exceptionally great man and an uneelfish 
patriot. The man who expected that Dr. 
Jameson and a thousand men could revo- 
lutionize the Transvaal and defeat the 
armed burghers is hardly the sort of man 
to praise as a great and far-seeing states- 
man, and the patriotism of the man who gave 
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£10,000 to the Irish separatists, and who 
practically notified the British government 
that if his demands were not compiled with 
) Africa would set up for herself, is 
certainly not of an uncompromising kind. 
Cleverness of a sort—and also many millions 
of dollars—Mr. Rhodes undoubtedly has, but 
Hensman’s conception of him will, I 
imagine, not be that of coming generations. 
Mr. Jerome K. Jerome has begun a new 
Serial story in Today, the ‘weekly paper 
which he founded and for several years edit- 
ed. From the first chapters it seems as of 
the story werg to be a serious one, which 


fact—if it be a fact—will be a disappoint-~ 


ment to many of his admirers, who insist 
that he shall always be a humorist. It has 
been hinted that the new story is in part 
autobiographical, but as to that I deubt if 
@ny one is authorized to speak. The story 
certainly opens well, and if it is to be a seri- 
fous story we shall soon see what Mr. Jerome 
-@an do in that line. 


Mr. Phillips’ “‘ Ulysses,”” which has re- 
cently been published in book form, has al- 
ready sold largely. It is both praised and 
mildly found fault with by the press. Prob- 
ably the general opinion is that if the poem 
had been a drama it would have been better 
than it is, and if the drama had been a poem 
(it would have been an improvement. That 
is to say, the poem has been tnjured by the 
attempt to adapt it to the stage, and the 
drama has suffered by being cast in the 
form of a poem. All of which is but another 
way of saying that people differ somewhat 
in opinion as to the work. 


The Daily News has a new editor—the 
fourth since the beginning of the south 
African war. The fact that the paper is 
warmly on the side of the enemies of Eng- 
land has naturally had its effect upon its 
circulation, and it is difficult to see how the 
proprietors can hope to mend matters merely 
by changing editors. The Daily Chronicle 


was for a few months a pro-Boer paper, but 


it lost so heavily that its proprietors dis- 
missed the pro-Boer staff, and with a staff 
of loyal editors soon regained what it had 
lost, and even more, for the Daily Chronicle 
* has fairly stepped into the shoes of the old 
Daily News. 


A new edition of Theodore Hook’s writings 
is in course of publication. The popular con- 
ception of humor has certainly undergone 4 
change since Hook's day. What was then 
thought to be the best of humor is now re- 
garded as rather stupid nonsense. I doubt 
if any one will read Hook’s writings today 
with any marked pleasure. There is, no 
doubt, humor of a sort in them, but Hook 
evidently. made no distinction between real 
humor ard rough practical joking. How- 
ever, the experiment of a new edition of 
Hook may bring forth surprises. There may 
possibly still be a public capable of seeing 
humor in the idea of sending a horde of 
tradesmen vo a victim's house, but the num- 
- ber cannot be large 


Mme. de Rute, whe died theother day, was 
associated with literature. That is to say, 
she had been in her time the mistress of 
Victor Hugo, Alfred de Musset, and Eugene 
Sue—not to mention the names of several 
other authors who had tender relations with 
her. Moreover, she had founded several re- 
views and had written several scandalous 
books. She was recognized by many of the 
Bonaparte family as the daughter of Sir 
Thomas Wyse and a Bonaparte Princess, the 
@aughter of Lucien Bonaparte; but the evi- 
dence that she was not a legitimate Bona- 


parte was conclusive. She was the daughter | 


of the wife of Sir Thomas Wyse, but most 
assuredly he was not her father. She wasa 
grand courtesan of the middle ages, born 
out of time. She was handsome, clever, and 
seductive. Among her lovers were half a 
dozen of the most eminent men in Europe, 
and ameng her husbands was Ratazzi, who 
- at one time was regarded as the ablest of 
‘Jtalian statesmen. She was utterly without 
principle, and enjoyed life with the zest ofa 
woman withouta soul, She had not a shred 
of character left when she married Ratazzi, 
and yet she had so fascinated him that he 
gave her his name in spite of the personal 
remonstrance of King Victor Emmanuel. 
A few years ago she caused the arrest, ona 
false charge of theft, of a young girl who 
Was trying to escape from her, and the reve- 
lations at the trial were of a sort that no 
other woman in Europe could have endured. 
But Mme. de Rute cared nothing for them, 
and to the last Hved her life and never 
lacked for admirers. 


In the last number of the London Times 
‘TAterary Supplement a reviewer remarks: 
“The Latin novel, the Muscovite novel, are 
better today than the Anglo-Saxon novel. 
Why? Because the Latins and the Russians 


= have practically eliminated the young girl.” 


The reviewer goes on to say that by the 
elimination of the young girl the novelists 
have got rid of her calf love and her silly 
conduct generally. By all meanslet us have 
Gone with the young girl in fiction except in 
books like those of Miss Alcott, which are 
written exclusively for girls; but why not go 
further and eliminate the woman as well as 
the girl from at least a proportion of our 
novels? The eternal convention upon which 
our novelists build, that the lové of the 
sexes is the only important thing in life, is, 
as we all know, preposterous. Why, then, 
Go all our novelists insist upon this false 
view of life? Has not Kipling proved in 
“Kim” that a novel of the most absorbing 
interest can be written without a word of 
love? It must be that other writers will, 
sooner or later, follow his example. 


Dr. Conan Doyle’s book on the causes of 
the war is having an enormous sale. It is 
on every bookstall, and I found it the other 
day in Florence, where it was being eagerly 
bought. It could be wished that in some re- 
spects the book had been a little more fuil, 
but just as it is it isa satisfactory refutation 
of the slanders that the pro-Boer and the 
continental press have poured upon Eng- 
land.

His book, “‘ The City of the Soul, and 
Other Poems,’ was published at first with- 
out his name and won flattering notices. 
Later editions have borne the name of the 
author on the title page. Here is a specimen 
of his muse. It is called ‘‘ Ode to My Soul ”’:

Causes of Rebellion. 
The Sectional Struggle. Early Tariffs 
and Nullification. By Cicero W. Harris. 


J. B. Lippincott Co. _ 

A full-length view of the long political 
and constitutional struggle between the 
North and the South, says Mr. Harris, isa 
desideratum in American history. It is at 
any rate a topic as distinct as it is important. 
to explain the origin of the fundamental 
sectional issue and to trace its development. 

The study of American history from this 
point of view confronts one immediately 
with what was for more than half acentury 
the supreme peril in the life of the new re- 
public. That the nation weathered at last 
the long-drawn tempest of conflicting ideas 
and sectional interests, is likely to be regard- 
ed increasingly as a matter for wonder. 

The two deécisive interests at the bottom 
of the trouble were taxation and slavery. 

Taxation was a sensitive, if not alsoa sore, 
point. It had been on this rock that British 
colonialers in this country had been ship- 
wrecked. Nevertheless, taxation was some- 
thing that had to be, if the federal union 
was to exist at all. Government rendered 
some national scheme of revenue a neces- 
sity. But how should the revenue be 
raised? The problem was new. The doc- 
trinaire theory of free trade was to many 
minds at the time highly fascinating. But 
to devise and adjust a schéme of direct 
taxation, even for revenue only, was no 
easy matter. And then what about the in- 
cident and yet insistent question of pro- 
tection for the encouragement of infant in- 
dustries? 

The author divides the history of the strug- 
That from 1787 to 
| 1883: that from 1833 to 1850, the era of the 
| second great slavery compromise, that of 
1820 being the first; that from the com- 
promise of 1850 to the close of the civil war. 
It is the first period with which this book 
deals. 

New England rum was the first “ bone of 
contention.”” West India molasses came 
next.. In the first’ tariff debate rum was the 
first article discussed. Some favored 15 
cents duty on rum; others 10 cents; others 
12 cents. A duty of 15 cents was agreed to 
on Jamaica rum. Mr. Madison proposed 
eight cents on molasses, which was resisted 
by the New England, New York, and New 
Jersey representatives. And so the jangle 
went on. The venomous party spirit of the 
time fought over the dispute, presently 
lugging in the incipient slavery institution, 
until the flerce sectignal strife was face to 
face with “ nullification " and the disruption 
of the national union. 

Mr. Harris in his book has presented a 
careful, running digest.of the Congressional 
debates. The result as a historical portrait- 
ure is somewhat scrappy, especially as the 
author does not seem to be specially happy 
in the matter of perspective and general 
characterization. What the reader mostly 
finds is a large mass of “chips’’ from the 
Congressional workshop, wherein the 
historic debaters, Madison, Adams, Jackson, 
Benton, Calhoun, Webster, Clay, and the 
others appear only in rather fragmentary 
flashlights. Taken as a whole, however, the 
story is one of immense interest, and is fitted 
to throw a great deal of light on the entire 
course of American history. 


A Life of Correggio. . | 
Estelle Hurll Provides an Account of the 
Great Painter. Houghton, Mifflin & Co. 

Estelle M. Hurll, in the introduction to her 
book on Correggio, writes as though that 
famous painter's life could be traced as ac- 
curately as that of any modern artist. The 
truth is that few authentic facts concerning 
his life have come downtous. Even the date 
of his birth is extrémely uncertain, yet this, 
his voyages, and the date of painting his 
pictures, is given with exactness. 

Still, any work upon Correggio could not 
help arousing interest, as few painters have 
more of mystic charm woven about their per- 
sonalities than he. 

The reproductions tn the book are excellent 
and have been selected both from his frescoes 
and ease! pictures in about equal numbers. 

The descriptions accompanying them are 
most evidentiy intended for young people and 
are told In a. way that will interest them, 
Posesibiy this simple style harmonizes with

May Wheat Range: ouched 75%ec on the 
early rally, but broke 1c from the high 
point and closed at the bottom, a net loss 
Or %-%c. A feature of the trade was the 
widening of the May-July spread to %-%c, 
the much larger long holdings in the earlier 
Ccelivery carrying it down the faster. July 
ranged from 76%c to 75\%c, and closed at 
75%-%e, a net loss of %-%c. September 
closed at 75\e, a loss of \-%c. 

The early steadiness was contributed to by 
the English cables, which were not quite 
as weak as might have been expected after 
the break here. The Illinois State report 
put the March condition at 76, comparing 
with 92 last April, no report having been 
issued in March, 1901. Northwest receipts 
declined again, only 260 cars, compared with 
546 a year ago. It was clear and warm 
Southwest, the forecast promising rain and 
colder weather, with temperatures of 18 
degrees below zero over the Canadian bor- 
der, suggesting that it might be much 
colder, 

Heavy Stop Loss Selling. 

But the market was not in condition to de- 
velop any solicitude over the off chance of 
the growing crop being frost bitten again. It 
eased off to 754c for May, the previous clos- 
ing price, on the tip that the Modern Miller 
would give a bearish summary of crop con- 
ditions. There was selling on this tip, but 
not enough to discount the effect of the sum- 
mary when published. The market con- 
tinued to yield and once under 75\%c long 
wheat was poured into the pit from every 
quarter and the price faded rapidly away 
with little demand above 7ic. Around that 
figure there was a big trade, Northwestern 
and seaboard shorts covering freely. The 
selling was by local and country bulls, with 
the Southwest adding some bear pressure. 
Ware-Leland and J. A. Edwards did a good 
deal towards starting the break. Wrenn 
was a large buyer. There was some local | 
support early by traders, who overestimated 
the possibility of a rally, their purchases 
adding so much more to the load the market 
had to bear later. 

Primary receipts were small, 380,604 bu, 
compared with 528,385 bu last year. Winter 
wheat markets got~71,600 bu, but shipped 
only 50,000 bu. The export demand was re- 
ported poor until the final break, when 320,- 
v0U bu were worked at the seaboard and sales 
of 200,000 bu here were reported. Clear- 
ances were 136,437 bu. Argentine. ship- 
ments were small, 428,000 bu, but this did not 
help much in view of Liverpool advices that 
Manitoban wheat was still offered more 
cheaply than American, which therefore had 
no attraction. Liverpool futures were 
44-%d lower, spot off %d to %d. Paris was 
steady to 4d higher, Antwerp %d lower. 


Corn Is Firmer. 

There was a strong market in corn on some 
increase in the shipping demand and support 
by the local bull party. ere were net ad- 
vances of %c in May and %c in July early, 
and in spite of the slump in wheat, which 


had some sympathetic influence, half these 


gains were retained at theclose. May sold 
from 61%c to 62%-%c, closing at 62\4-—Ke. 
The July close was %c lower. The local ship- 
ping business to New England, in which half 
a dozen houses participated, amounted to 
110,000 bu. The inspection was only 91 cars, 
with 95 estimated for tomorrow. Receipts, 
however, were 88,000 bu and shipments only 
27,000 bu. Primary receipts were small, 
191,548 bu, compared with 441,865 bu a year 
ago. Kansas City had but 29 cars, and its 
shipments still exceed its receipts. The 
May price there, however, which has been at 
a premium, is now a fraction under Chicago.

May Oats Keep Strong. 


Oats were %c higher early, but yielded 
with the weak wheat market, closing %e 
lower for May and a split higher for July. 
The May range was from 45\(c to 46c, the 
close at 45%c. July closed at 85%c. Reports 
that Patten had sold 5,000,000 bu May the 
last few months and bought July, and that 
some of his trades were settling, had no 
effect on the market. Pit traders did not 
consider them reliable enough to justify 
short selling, and an early scattered demand 
by cash handlers and commission houses 
found the market bare of offerings and 
forced the advance. Armour, Churchill, 
and Wagner were buyers of May.

Slight Gain in Pork. 


Except for an upturn in prices for pork 
just before the close there was little action 
in provisions allday. Ribs held at $8:40, or 
a shade better, all day for May. July ribs 
sold $8.4744@8.50 and later firmed up to the 
Thursday price, at §8.52%. May lard ruled 
$¥.40, or a shade over, and July had but 2%o0 
range, from $9.50 to $¥.52%. Even with a 
spurt of buying in pork before the close the 
market had but 7\%c range for May and less 
for July. May sales were $15.40 to $15.45, 
closing at $15.45. July was" $15.52% to 
$15.574%4, and closed a split under the best 
figure. Hogs were much over the estimate 
at 32,000 and prices bc to 10c lower. West- 
ern receipts of hogs were 76,600, against 49,- 
700 same date last year. There was fair 
cash business, but packers report no profit 
in present sales. Meat shipments were lib- 
eral, exceeding last year’s; lard moderate. 
Liverpool furnished no change in prices. 
Hogs for today are estimated at 26,000. The 
market was not influenced by grain early 
or late. 

Rye acted with wheat, showing better 
prices early, and closing weak and lower.

SOUTHERN PACIFIC’S INCREASE 
DIVIDEND ANTICIPATED.

Money on Call Rushed Up to Five Per 
Cent, Dropping Back to Four—Some 
High Records Reached by Special- 
ties — Amalgamated Copper Firm 
and Quiet—Westinghouse Electric 
Jamps Up Fifteen Points, Maintain- 
ing Greater Part of Advance. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 


New York, March 14.—[(Special.]—The in- 
crease from 4 to 5 per cent in the dividend 
rate on the preferred stock of the Southern 
railway was an event for which Wall street 
today was prepared, although the profes- 
sional pessimists have been insisting that 
the advance could not be made. 

Money on call was rushed up as high as 
5 per cent, but it staid there only a moment. 
Important banking interests deluged manipu- 
lators with offers of millions, and the loan 
rate fell quickly to 4 per cent, where most 
of the business of the day was closed. 

Amalgamated Copper was firm and rela- 
tively quiet only 20,000 shares changing 
hands at a net advance of \. 

Pool liquidation in Evansville and Terre 
Haute broke that issue over 4 points. Some 
of the buying of Rock Island was said to be 
for the dividend, a regular quarterly one of 
1% per cent being declared during the day. 


Coal stocks were, as on the day previous, 
rather neglected pending developments in 
connection with the coa] miners’ convention, 

Gould brokers were the largest buyers of 
the Gould stocks, being especially active in 
Missouri Pacific and the Wabashes. The 
Wabash debenture bonds were the feature 
of the bond market, advancing under large 
transactions. 

There was a renewal of investment buy- 
ing in a number of the high-class shares, 
notably Northwest, which rose 2% points and 
bevy Northern preferred with an advance 
of 1%. 

Further weakness developed in ice trust 
stocks, the common selling down to a new 
low record, on a continuation of liquidation. 

A feature of the market was a rise of 15 
points in Westinghouse Electric, with the 
close showing a net gain of 8% on dealings 
in 6,000 shares, and a gain of 18% points in the 
preferred on the transfer of 300 shares. The 
company said no reason was known for the 
advance other than the large earnings of the 
property. 

Selling ex-dividend of 1 per cent, Manhat- 
tan railway stock opened up showing the 
full dividend recovered on the initial transac- 
tion, and during the day rose 2% points 
higher, closing at 134—a net gain of 3 full 
points on dealings in 51,000 shares, and mark- 
ing an advance of about 8 points in three 
days.

THE KUBELIE-PADEREWSKEI EPISODE. 
Musical quarrels are nearly as old as 
time. The first one of consequence was in 
Charlemagne’s days, and since then they 
have raged at various times, sometimes as- 
suming national dimensions, as when the 
adherents of Gluck and Piccini fought 
fiercely together, at others descending to

$200 for each concert. He promptly dis- 
poses of this rumor by the statement that 
he received over $11,000 for his four con- 
Certs in Chicago, and that for the sixty-two 
‘ancerts of his tour he has over $100,000 
atid all his expenses, which is at the rate 
of over $1,600 clear for each concert. Sure- 

ly Kabelik is not a cheap artist. 

Hitherto: Kubelik and Paderewski have 
been good friends, or have appeared to be. 
At the recent first performance in this 
country of the latter’s new opera, “ Man- 
ru,” Kubelik was present, and was also at 
the. rehearsal, not only giving expression to 
his delight by enthusiastic applause dur- 
ing the performance, but at the rehearsal 
heartily congratulating the composer, 
whereupon they fell upon each others 
necks, violently embraced, and fervently 
kissed each other. Now they do not 
“epeak as they pass by.” In Cleveland 
Paderewski declined to play until the ad- 

announcement of Kubelik’s coming 

was removed from the house programs. 
The reasons for this sudden estrange- 
ment are not of the artistic kind. Paderew- 
ski and Kubelik are not rivals, and cannot 
be. _Paderewski is a pianist and Kubetik 
is a violinist. Hence they cannot in any 
way interfere with each other, and compe- 
tition is out of the question. Musically

is in the front rank, if not at the head of ali 


and fs now seeking new laurels in compo- 


sition for the operatic stage. He has 
reached the summ of success. His past is 
his present is safe, and he does not 
have to worry about the 


ord and Paderewski stands second. The 
violinist, in a single tour, earns for his 
managers more American dollars than the 
pianist. “ Hence these tears.” Both ‘vio- 
linist and pianist seem to have become 1n- 
fected with the American commercial spir- 
it, and in a somewhat rancorous manner. 
“ Adas, can such passions inflame divine 
minds?” 


BORN IN THE POSSESSIVE CASE. 

Cecil Rhodes is lying at the point of deat, 
Such a man as he, of large ambitions and 
resources to carry them out, must find it 
bitter to die, but he will dread death less now 
than a few years ago. Then there was 4 
possibility that his imperial plans would be 
realized; now there is none. They might 
have been but for his own rash act in plan- 
ning the Jameson raid. Itis true that at the 
last moment he made efforts to stop it, but 
there would have been no raid and no sub- 
sequent war had it not been for him. 

This masterful Englishman has been a 
conspicuous character in the world of 
finance and in the industrial and political 
life of south Africa, and his sais d is famil- 
iar to most Americans. He was born in the 
possessive case—for himself and for his 
country. For himself he gained wealth and 
for England vast expanses of African ter- 
ritory north and west of the Transvaal re- 
public.

There Mr. Rhodes not only recov- 
ered his health but learned that he had in 
him the making of a great man of affairs. 
The consolidation of the different companies 
in the Kimberley field, which enabled the 
output of diamonds to be limited and their 
price to be kept up,.was largely due to him. 
These operations made him the master of 
great wealth, which he used to carry out 
his more ambitious and _ spectacular / 
projects. It was his desire that there should 
be a broad strip of “ English red” on the 
map of Africa from the Mediterranean to 
the Cape of Good Hope. © 3 
It would have been much easier for Mr. 
Rhodes to execute these projects had it 
not been for the Boers. They were the 
stumbling block in his path—his lifelong 
enemies. For,many years the two great 
men of Africa were President Kruger, now 
an exile, and Cecil Rhodes, now on his 
death-bed. These men with their conflict- 
ing purposes were always at odds. Mr. 
Kruger is an extremely cunning and per- 
sistent man. It reflects no small credit on 
Mr. Rhodes’ ability that he was able to 
get the better of that formidable antagonist 
as often as he did. Had he been more 
patient and not planned the Johannesburg 
raid he would have continued to get the 
better of Kruger. , 
In spite of the Boers Mr. Rhodes was 
able to do wonders for the development of 
south Africa. No more driving man ever 
set foot in that country. He opened mines. 
He built railroads. He brought flourishing 
towns into existence. None of these things 
would have come to pass if the unprogres- 
sive Boer element had had its way. 


did much for England. He was the lineai 
descendant of Clive and of Hastings. The 
end of all his labors was a war which will 
‘almost irretrievably ruin south Africa. The 
toiling and scheming of this iron-willed, re- 
sourceful man have ended in disaster. 

What shall it profit a man to heap up 
riches for himself and to extend greatly 
the possessions of his country when he has 
no children to inherit his riches and when 
his last gift to his country is an interminable 
war which is staining African fields with 
English blood? Mr. Rhodes has lived too 
long for his own giory or happiness.

That 
question was not answered. It deserves 
an anewer.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE IN IOWA. 

The lowa Legislature has just conclud- 
ed one of its periodical flirtations with the 
woman suffragists, The incident is now 
closed. It was a pretty one while it lasted 
and a great many tender things were said. 
No doubt there is regret on both sides. The 
course of events f first acquaintance to 
tinal estrangement’ was instructive. The 
suffragists came to the Legislature and pre- 
sented their resolution. The Senate took 
that resolution and passed it almost unani- 
mously. This was encouraging. It was 
as if the Legislature had shown that it 
had “half a mind” to yield to its new 
friends or as if it had winked one of its eyes 
at them. The other eye, however, remained 
obdurately and: inexorably wide open. When 
the resolution came up in the House not 
a word was spoken, The only thing done 
was to call the roll, That was enough. 
There were 38 yeas and 56 nays. There 
was nothing that could be said then except 
“All is over between us.” The women 
went home, which, ‘after all, was not a bad 
thing for them to do. 

The full meaning of this affair becomes 
evident only when one remembers what hap- 
pened in the Iowa Legislature two years 
ago. Then it was the House that passed 
the equal suffrage resolution and the Sen-

SHERMAN ON STATE CHARITIES, 

Speaker Sherman made an admirable 
speech night before last. It was a speech 
that was really a speech and not a tirade. 
It showed power, but also control; energy, 
but also reserve. It was no helter-skelter 
attack. It was a judicious survey of an 
unpleasant and dangerous situation. 

Mr. Sherman was extremely pertinent 
when he asked: “ How long will the State 
institutions be used for mere pawns and 
footballs in the game of politics?’ He 
was hitting the nail on the head when he 
replied: “ Just so long as the million voters 
in Ilkinois permit it.” This, though obvious, 
is seldom fully appreciated. It is an un-. 
fortunate fact that of the million voters 
Mr. Sherman speaks of there are too many 
who do not care a straw for the State chari- 
ties. Their awakening comes only when 
some friend or relative of theirs meets with 
some misfortune, is taken to a State in- 
stitution, and there suffers the hardships 
and indignities that are the natural result 
of the system. 

In justice to the million yoters of Ilii- 
nois it must be said that the majority of 
them do not look with approval on the use 
of State institutions as “ pawns and foot- 
balls in the game of politics.” It is of- 
fensive to them. They thought at the last 
election they had taken these institutions 
out of politics. They find themselves mis- 
taken because they put too much faith in 
ante-election pledges. The moral is that 
it is not safe to depend on pledges unless 
made by men whose word is as good as their 
bond. 

The people of Illinois have had their les- 
son. They have learned that in some eases 
“oaths are but words and words but 
wind.” The fact that they have been 
deceived will not lessen their desire to get . 
the State institutions out of politics: It 
will intensify their desire. -It will not be 
s0 easy to deceive them the next time. They 
will demand some valid assurance that the 
man who makes pledges can be relied on to 
keep them before they will give him their 
votes because of those pledges. 


CHARGES AGAINST GERMAN MINISTER, 
A correspondent asks why Tue Trip- 
UNE has printed nothing concerning the 
allegations recently made against Mr. von 
Holleben, the German Minister at Wash- 
ington. The reason why THe TrisuNE 
has ignored the affair is that the allega- 
tions are untrue.

- QUTSIDE MASSACHUSETTS TRADE 
Is AT HIGH TIDE. 


Business in All Lines Is Good and 
Iron and Steel Mills Cannot Keep 
Pace with the Demand—Wheat and 
Corn Uncertain, but. Prices Hold 
Their Own Well—Cotton Goods Quo- 
tations Likely to Go Up as a Result 
of Labor Troubles. 


ew York, March 14.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 

ladente review of trade tomorrow will say: 
“Business in Boston was completely 
paralyzed by the strike of freight handlers 
- and teamsters, which directly affected 30,000 
. men and indirectly rendered other thousands 
idle by holding back supplies of raw material. 
Another labor trouble will begin on Monday 
at the Fall River mills and other textile 
plants in that vicinity. Outside of Massa- 
chusetts, however, the labor situation is ex- 
ceptionally free from controversy, and even 
in the coal mines there is less than the usual 
agitation as April approaches. Distribu- 
tion of spring merchandise is making rapid 
Z progress, the most sanguine expectations be- 
é ing fully realized in all sections outside the 

strike area. 

“ Consumers of iron and steel products are 
still anxious regarding conditions during the 
next three months. After July 1 it is be- 
4 lieved that deliveries will be ample. Accord- 
ing to the Iron Age the weekly capacity of 

pig jron furnaces in blast on March 1 had de- 
clined to 330,170 tons, or about 10,000 tons 
from the production on Feb. 1. Considering 
the numerous disturbing factors at work 
during the month of February it is gratify- 
ing that a much heavier curtailment of out-- 
put did not develop. .

MUSIC’ AND THE DRAMA. 


Chicago Orchestra, 


The illness of Mr. Breitner, who had been 
engaged to play the piano part in Liszt's 
E Fiat Concerto, left the public rehearsal 
yesterday afternoon of the Chicago Or- 
chestra without a soloist. Mr. Thomas, in- 
stead of seeking for another player, simply 
chose another Liszt selection, and made the 
concert purely orchestral in character. The 
program thus revised contained Berlioz's 
Fantastic Symphony, Liszt’s ‘‘ Tasso,”’ and 
the preludes to Wagner's Lohengrin and 
** Meistersinger.”’ 

It was the fifth in the historieal series, and, 
as the most casual glimpse at the titles will, 
show, stood for that far-reaching tendency: 
that made itself strongly felt in the creative 
world of music about the middle of last 
century—the tendency to break away from 
the formalism of the classic symphony, and 
by giving music freer rein make it the med- 
ium for the strongest emotional expression 
and lend it a descriptive and scenic power it 
had not before been permitted to possess. 

The Berlioz and Liszt selections heard yes- 
terday are essentially story music, and those 
sections that are most pronouncedly pic- 
torial in character—the thunder episode in 
the “ Scene in the Fields,’ the “‘ March to 
the Scaffold,”’ the “ Walpurgis Night,” and 
the triumphant close of the “ Tasso ’'— 
pleased the audience most. The psychologi- 
cal studies attempted in the first section of 
the symphony, and which make up the 
larger portion of the Liszt poem, seemed 
tedious and distinctly lacking in significance 
and worth. The musical insincerity that is 
discoverable in all that both Liszt and 
Berlioz wrote makes itself constantly felt 
in both these compositions, and while the 
hearer is occasionally roused he is never 
really moved. The warmth of sincere emo- 
tion had to do with the creating of the 
Wagner preludes, however, and the result 
is that they ring true whenever they are 
played. The audience wakened yesterday 
as soon as they were begun, and genuine ap- 
preciation and enjoyment replaced calm at- 
tention and mild interest. 

Mr. Thomas and his men gave the four 
selections with the care, the fine discern- 


tinguish all their work, but it was only 
when they felt the inepiriting power that 
lies in the really live creations of Wagner 
that they reached their full stature and 
dominated their hearers. 

The same program will be offered at the 
Auditorium this evening at 8:15 o'clock.

The ‘long Hst of princely bankrupts has 
just been increased by the declaration of the 
insolvency of Prince Victor of Thurn and 
Taxis, cousin of the head of the house and 
son of the late Prince Egon of Thurn and 
Taxis, Master of the Horse to Emperor 
Francis Joseph. 

A good deal of sympathy is expressed with 
the young bankrupt, for his financial diffi- 
cultles have been less due to extravagance 
than to the behavior towards him of his 
cousin, Prince Albert, the chief of the house. 
The latter takes the ground that the young 
bankrupt’s mother, the late Princess Egon, 
was not her husband's equal in rank; that, 
therefore, her marriage to her husband 
could only be considered as morganatic, and 
her children consequently debarred thereby 
from succession to their father’s estatesand 
rights to share in the family property, which 
is immense 

The late Princess Egon was by birth a 
Baroness Edelspacher von Gyorok, the bear- 
er of one of the most ancient names in Aus-~ 
tria-Hungary. She was accepted and-ac- 
knowledged at the time of her marriage as 
the full-fledged wife of Egon by the then 
chief of the Thurn and Taxis family, was 
recognized as such by the Emperor and 
Empress of Austria and by all German 
courts, and was appointed titular lady-in- 
waiting and Dame Chevaliere of the Order 
of the Star Cross by the Empress. 

It was not until after her death, which 
occurred three months after that of her hus- 
band, that the present chief of the house 
raised any question about the character of 
her marriage; and, having subjected her 
genealogy to critical examination of experts, 
and finding that she could not show thirty- 
two nobillary quarterings in her ancestry, 
free from any plebelan strain, he declined to 
turn over to her sons the share in the im- 
mense family estates to which they were 
entitled as their father’s children. 


That the chief of the Thurn and Taxis 
family should be imbued with pride of his 
race is not altogether surprising. For be- 
sides being, as I have stated above, one of 
the richest titled personages in Europe, he 
is married to the Archduchess Marie of Aus- 
tria, is hereditary Postmaster General of 
the German Empire and of the Bavarian 
crown, a dignity which has been in the fami- 
ly for over 400 years, and is a nephew of the 
Emperor and late Empress of Austria, his 
mother having been that Duchess Helen of 
Bavaria who was engaged to marry Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, but who had to make 
way for her younger and more fascinating 
sister Elizabeth. 

At Ratisbonne, where Prince Albert, who 
is Mkewise Bavarian Duke of Worth and 
Donaustauf, makes his home, he maintains 
a full-fledged court, far more sumptuous and 
magnificent than that of many a reigning 
sovereign, with an immense retinue of cham- 
berlains, equerries, gentlemen-in-waiting, 
private chaplains, private bands of music, 
private theatrical troupes, and a perfect 
army of mounted and foot guards. Herare- 
ly drives out without four horses and out- 
riders, with mounted grooms following. His 
consort, the Archduchess, has her own 
household, on an imperial scaie, and one of 
his wedding presents to her was one of the 
most luxuriously furnished and equipped 


| private railroad trains in Europe. 


The Prince cherishes all the ancient privi- 
leges of his historic family, and especially 
the right of control over the members of his 
house. How extensive were these powers 
in former years may be. gathered from the 
fact that towards the close of the eighteenth 
century the Prince of Thurn and Taxis of 
the day, discovering that his consort, the 
Princess Olivia, was unfaithful to him, first 
confronted her with the written evidence 
of her guilt and then sent to Strasburg for 
the public executioner, who was brought 
across the Rhine to the Prince's castle of 
Ludwigslust, and there called upon to “ pri- 
vately decapitate ’’’ the unfortunate woman. 

She was not convicted nor condemned by 
any properly constituted tribunal Her hus- 
band was her only judge, and it was solely 
in deference to his command that she was 
put to death with the sword, the executioner 
striking her head off while she was tied, 
seated, to a chair, which had been placed in 
the great hall of the castle on the center of 
a scaffold hung with black cloth. No one 
ever dreamed .of calling the Prince to ac- 
count. He was considered perfectly justified 
in exercising powers of life and death over 
the members of his family, and puplic offi- 
clals, such as “‘ Monsieur de Strasburg,”’ had 
no compunctions about executing anybody 
in deference to his orders. 

The story is a familiar one to all the read- 
ers of Thackeray and is described in many 
old-time memoirs. Nowadays the head of 
the house of Thurn and Taxis does not, of 
course, venture to exercise any such rights. 
But he dwes claim the power of determining, 
irrespective of the law of the land, which of 
his relatives are to be considered of legiti- 
mate birth and which morganatic, and to 
decide who is to inherit and who is to be 
barred from the family property. 


President Loubet, when visiting at Paris 
the other day the exhibition of women paint- 
ers and sculptors, was received by the Pres- 
ident of the organization, who yas no other 
than the Dowager Duchess of Uzes. She 
greeted him with the utmost cordiality. He 
in turn offered her his arm, and it was arm 
and arm that they spent a couple of hours 
in .examining ‘the sculptures and paintings 
on exhibition, a number of snapshot photo- 
graphs being taken of them while thus en- 
‘gaged. 

In order to realize just what this means 
and the sensation produced throughout 
France by the publication of these photo- 
graphs, it must be remembered that the 
Dowager Duchess was, until a few years 
ago, the active chief and recognized head of 
the monarchica) party in France, besides 
being, as she remains today, the recognized 
head and the greatest social power of the 


French aristocracy. Shortly before the death | 


of the late Count of Paris she loaned him 
some 5,000,000 francs for the furtherance of 
the Royalist caysc, which has never been re- 
paid to this day. But, ke so many other 
of the former royalists and aristocrats, she 
-has become so thoroughly disgusted with 
the Duke of Orleans, the present Royalist 
pretender, that she has become reconciled 
honestly administered as it 
y and universally lar old 
President Loubet.
